While the vast majority of congressmen

Adi of the negroes 
of the south have begun to feel a pride in 
it. They realize that it is their first op- 
portunity to show to the world the prod- 
ucts of their thought and of their hands 
and they have not alowed the valuable 
chance to get away. One great result of 
this exhibit will be an increase in race 
pride. It will make the negroes mere self- 
respecting. It will help to lift them toa 
higher plane. Nothing that has happened 
to the negro since the war will result in 
such imprevement to the race. 

The colored carpenters and overseers are 
putting finer effort into the construction of 
the building than they are wont to do.

The literature and the plays 
of the future must have the touch of nat- 
uralness, the freshness of life and the im- 
press of truth. Public taste has not gone 
to the dogs and pub’ic morals’are not ire 
reciaimdbly bad. There is more than 
enough good left in us to demand what 
We should have—cleanness and decency in 
the booKs that we read and in the plays 
that we see.

All this has stimulated 
the growth of a kind feeling between the 
Classes, and the inferior feels that it 
would be the basest of conduct to treat 
rudely the superiors who have always been 
so courteous and considerate,” 

“But when there is a revolution?” 

“isven then there is an effort to keep 
up appearances; When a party of raiders 
approach a country house to confiscate a 
number of horses, they take off their hats 
and express the greatest regret in dis- 
charging their unpleasant mission, and ex- 
press the hope that it will not seriously 
inconvenience anybody. The planter thus 
accosted is equally polite, when he sees 
that resistance is out of the question, 
He urges the party to enter the house and 
partake of refreshments, turns over his 
horses, and parts with his visitors with 
professions of esteem and good will on 
both sides.

The Advent of Spring Insites a Relation 
of Hardships He Undergoes, 
AND RECALLS THE SPRING OF 1865 


And the Scenes Attending It—He Fools 
@ Conductorand Passes Mrs. Arp | 
as His Daugbter. 


I was ruminating about the retum of 


spring. 

It is a blessed pleasure to sit in the piazza 
and look out upon nature that is now bud- 
ding into beauty and putting on her pan- 
taletts and decking herself with flowers 
like a May Day queen. Nature’s beauty 
costs nothing, and is the loveliest of all. 
I like things that cost nothing—no money, 
mo labor nor toil—bu my wife likes some 
that require work and there’s nobody here 
but me. She says that nature can’t put on 
new clothes until the old ones are removed, 
and so I have to rake up the leaves and 
trash and haul them off in the wheel bar- 
row and the flower beds had to be renewed 
and refertilized and the old vines torn down 
from the tréllisses and the bulbs and ver- 
benas and geraniums brought out of the 
greenhouses and reset in their beds. When 
I get tired she says I may swap work by 
digging in the gardey, and so she manages 
to keep me busy, d all I get is a little 
praise now and then. If it wasent for her 
I don’t reckon I would do much of any- 
thing but sit around and ruminate. 

I've got a beautiful garden and am proud 
of it, for I am a horny-handed son of toil, 
I have eight long rows of strawberries that 
are full of fruit. We thought it was cold 
enough last nigat to make a frost, and so, 
to save my beans my daughter pasted a 
lot of newspapers together in a long roll 
and then I unrolled it over the bean rows 
and fastened it down with a few stones and 
told the weather to frost if it wanted to. 
Newspapers are as good as a blanket, and 
it takes but a little while to paste them to- 
gether, My wife says I am a good worker 
when I get at it. That's all she says, but i 
know what she means. 

We were both ruminating about spring 
and the time to decorate the graves, and 
about the anniversary of the surrender, for 
about this time thirty years ago there was 
trouble in this country—this couthern ccun- 
try. The war was over, but there was not 
very much peace, There was inore fear 
than peace—fear of lawlessness ct home and 
oppression from our conquerors. And there 
was a fear of suffering, for there was but 
little corn and no meat from -he last vear’s 
crop. There were widows -nd children all 
over the land, but there were no cattie, no 
sheep, nor hogs, and but a vew chickens. 
The returning soldiers hrought back sume 
sore-back mules, but there was nothing to 
feed them on, While the northern solaiers 
went home in triumph, ‘‘nging svcngs of 
victory’ about marching through Georgia, 
the Georgia boys were trowsing iLe mules 
on the coming grass und ‘igging vp their 
old plow stocks and patching the gear with 
hickory bark,, But the long war was over, 
and that was enough. The boys had got 
back to home and fireside and said they 
could eat roots and drink branch water and 
be happy. Not all the boys had got back, 
for there were thousands in federal prisons 
and it took time and red tape to release 
them, After they were discharged it took 
time and charity to get them home, for 
they had no money and had to beg or work 
their way. On every road these returning” 
soldiers came. It was a picture too big for 
@ painter, or else it would have been painted 
long ago. “The return of the boys in gray,” 
unshaved, unwashed, unkempt, they plodded 
along from day to day, weary and hungry 
and footsre, but homeward bound, most 
of them to humble, country cottages, where 
perhaps there was a mother missing or a 
sister or some loved member of the family. 
Even the dog that used to bark was dead. 
The cow was gone, for Sherman’s burners 
had taken her, but there were a few pota- 
toes in the hill and a few chickens left and 
a little mea] that had been hidden from 
the scouts, I bought the only cow that was 
. for sale in our county, and she had been 
hid out in a canebrake. I gavs $10 in gold 
for five bushels of corn away down in Ala- 
bama, I had it hidden at old Rowland Bry- 
ant’s, down the river, and he had it ground 
at a naboring mill by night and brought me 
half a bushel at a time, secreted under the 
seat of his old buggy.

dren then at our house, and they were hun- | 


We never thought of meat or sugar or 
cofiee. Bread and milk and sorghum were 
good enough for anybody. But there was 
no repining. The family was reunited and 
at home and that was the big thing. Pov- 
erty was nothing in comparison. The war 
Was Qver and our people were sad and they 
were glad. It had been virtually over for 
several months and the soldiers knew it 
and had got somewhat reconciled, and home 
and wife and children were on their hearts. 
Then, there were the returning refugees 
whom Sherman had driven from the line of 
his march to the sea. He shelled the woods 
before him and they fled. There were none 
to flee but old men and woman and chil- 
dren, He burned their towns and seized

their stock and ordered them to “git,” for 
he was going to make war horrible, and he 
did it. Such a G@esolated country for thirty 
miles in width has not been seen in centu- 


ries. 

And my wife looked away off dreamily 
and said, “Yes, it is pretty near the anni- 
versary of our runagee trip from Rome. 
That was early in May, 1864, and you had a 
beautiful garden then, and we had green 
peag for dinner and strawberries and cream 
for supper.” “Yes,” said I, ‘‘and about mid- 
night, when we got the warning we took 
the children from their beds and tumbled 
them into the little reockaway and went roll- 
‘ng down the street towards the Etowah 
bridge to get away from the shells that 
were sizzing and twisting in the air, Then 
we got tangled up with our retreating army 
and it was almost daybreak before we 
crossed the bridge. We hurried up the long 
hill by the light of the Oostanaula bridge 
that was burning, and away we went on @ 
long trot until we got to Chambers’s mill, 
and stopped to rest, and Tip—the faithful 
Tip—made a fire on the side of the road 
and boiled us some coffee and we drank it 
and gave the children some bread and meat 
and away we went again, for aimost every 
moment some stray horseman would gallop 
by us and say, ‘Hurry up! Hurry up! The 
yankees have got across the river and are 
coming on! Oh, it was an awful time.”’ 

I let her rest and ruminate awhile, and 
then she said: “It was almost as bad when 
we journeyed home, near the close of the 
war. I never will forget that evening when 
we drove down the hill to Steel’s bridge on 
the Canton road and one of the [ittle boys 
fell out of the wagon an the hind wheel 
came within an inch of running over his 
head, and when we got to the bridge the 
floor was gone—not a plank was on -it— 
nothing but the sleepers, and not a soul on 
Mr. Steel’s place, for they, too, had run 
away, It was the only bridge that was left 
on the long river, and there wasent a ferry 
for miles and miles. I remember how heip- 
less and forlorn we felt until Mr, Sanders 
overtook us there with his team, and you 
and Tip and Mr. Sanders and his teamsters 
counted the old planks that were scattered 
on the bank and saw there were enough to 
cross on, and all hands went to work and 
laid two rows, end to end, just wide enough 
apart for the wheels to run on, and then 
pulled all the wagons and the rockaway 
over by hand and Tip swam the mules and 
horses across and you walked the plank 
With the baby in your arms, and then came 
back for me and the children, and we all 
got over somehow, but I wouldent try 1t 
again for a million dollars.” 

“You had got hardened to trouble,’’ said I. 
“You expected trouble all those long and 
weary years and when it came you faced it 
bravely. I believe that the women of the 
war endured their trials with more cour- 
age than the men, They never surrendered 
nor asked for quarter, and if it had been 
their fight they would have been fighting 
yet. ‘They may taik about the daughters 
of the oid revolution, but they make no 
more sacrifices for their country than our 
women did in our unhappy struggie tor 
southern rights. 

“And that night,”’ said a “‘we 
drove about ten miles in the 
dark hunting for a human hab- 
itation and tound none, for they had been 
burned, and we camped in an old school- 
house, that had a fireplace but no tioor, and 
the fleas were awful. There was an old 
log stable by the schoolhouse and the two 
oldest boys tied the mules and the horse 
in these and siept im the troughs with their 
loaded guns, for there were still some law- 
less scouts and deserters in the cuuntry who 
would rather steal a mule than to find one 
estrayed, The next day we made for home. 
We passed Cass station, that had been 
burned, and the carcases of dead horses 
were lying all round. The buzzards had 
picked them tao their skin and bones. There 
were some wrecks of wagons and caisons 
lying around, and iron tires and axles were 
piled up all about, When we reached Cass- 
vile we hardly knew where we were, for 
the town was utterly destroyed, There Was 
nothing left but chimneys and college watis 
—not a human being nor a domestic ani- 
mal—not a dog nor a cat nor a bird nor a 
rabbit.’”’ 

A year before it was the most’ beautiful 
town in north Georgia, the seat of culture

the evening it snowed a blizzard, but we 
sot home that night about v wo ana 
crove up to the front gate of a relative who 
Was tOg old to run away and giayed to 
Weither the horrors of war. When I 
Knocked at the door he came, and before he 
unlocked and unbarred said in a cautious 
voice: **‘Who is it, and what do you want”?’’ 
It took some tine to assure him of our iden- 
titx and to gain admission for the tired wife 
and Nittle children, Next day we found our

ad left in the house was gone. The 

+ aPaund it was gone, The shrubbery 
was destroxed, but the dwelling was there, 
and we/imovéd in. For weeks we slept on 
the floon.in borrowed beds, but we went to 
atched up what we could, and 
were happy in our desolation. 

That was the aftermath of war. It is sel- 
dom that we recall it, for it seems like a 
sacred histerv and always brings up sad 
memories—memories of the dead whom we 
loved and lost. When my. wife counts up 
her age she says: “I am tempted to say 
with old Jacob, ‘Few and evil have’ been 
the days of the years of my pilgrimage,’ but 
I still count the war ten years.and the re- 
censtruction period ten more, and that 
makes me an old woman.” 

But it don't—not a gray hair yet, and I 
passed her off as my daughter coming from 
Florida. My pass was’issued to mvself 
and daughter by mistake. The conductor 
on the Jacksonville, Tampa and Key West 
railroad looked at me and at her as she 
sat opposite; then at the pass again and 
then at me and at her and punched the 
pass and went on, satisfied, though I think 
he thought she was an ancient sort of a

Tattooing as a Substitute for Clothes. 
From The New York Times. 

Miss Marie Fraser, after a visit to Sa- 
moa, has written a book on the islands, in 
which appears the following naive little 
essay on the philosophy of clothes: 

“Though the tattooing in Samoa 
vary a little in design, the decoration is 
always in the shape of knee breeches, ex- 
tending from the waist—where striugs tied 
in knots and other ornamental fastenings 
are tattooed on the skin~—so thorough is the 
artist in his work—to belew the knee. The 
pattern is very elaborate, with stripes of 
natural skin intersecting. It is certainly 
a great improvement to their appearanct, 
for in wet or stormy weather they econom- 
ically leave their best lava-lavas at home, 
and wear only a banana leaf or girdle of 
leaves; and should an islander be caught 
in a heavy shower of rain while wearing 
only a garment of tapa, the tattooing stands 
him in good stead, for bark cloth does not 
survive wet, and rapidly dissolves into rags. 
No matter how scantily they may be clad, 
the tattooing makes them look thoroughly 
clothed and trim in. their appeararnice. At- 
ter leaving the navigators and visiting 
other islands, where the art is only used 
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ner, we migsed the clean-looking, tattooed

WHEREIN EACH JEWEL 
HAS A HISTORY.

Every woman loves jewels. It is a part 
of her femininity—seemingly an essential 
part, for the woman who does not possess 
that love must belong to tribes as yet un- 
discovered. Perhaps the new women or 
the twentieth century girl may develop 
some suth traits. But it is only fair to 
this new product to say that there is no 
evidence of this lack in the advance guard 
of the species. 

There are jewels and jewels. To 
people the word means the cold white bril- 
liance of @Giamonds—nothing more. But 
that represents only one whase cf a great 
Lig subject, and a lesser phase, 2s will be 
evident to anybody who makes even a 
superficial study of the jewels of the ari- 
ent--the wonderful precious stones ani 
their still more wonderful settinss. 

All of which is simply preliminary to 
the statemment that Atlanta Was had, dur- 
ing the past week, an opportunity of look- 
irg upon some marvelous examples of this 
kind of work. Fl: limond Ruevell, the artist, 
with his oriental tapestries and his wealth 
of unique jéwels, has been the cause of 
a great deal of interest, both in soctety and 
artistic circles. All the ladies who had 
taken advantage of the opportunity to gaz 
upon these were so enthusiastic, end had 
#20 much ‘to say of the wonders revealed 
to therm. that I decided to devote a few 
minutes to what secmed to be gratifying 
an idle curiosity—and devoted two hours 
to the contemplation of it all. 

It was time spent with pleasure and profit, 
for I found ar array of curios whose dn- 
plicate probably does not exist outside of 
some of the world’s gre2t museums. 

First, however, a few words about the 
man. 

Something of Russell's Personality. 

Mr. Russell is a young man whose strore 
and athletic phySique, fresh coloring anda 
finent use of the English lang.vage in un- 
affected simplicity at once siuegests the 
highbred Englishman. But he presents the 
impression, and is most proud of his na- 
tive America, though fie was etlucated in 
Engiand, ’ , 

Having early in life determined upon a 
career In art, he devoted himself to that 
study and, with fondness for jewels, be- 
gan his collection of curios, always lean- 
ing towards the subdued but lustrous har- 
mony of oriental colors. This task was 
developed and emphasized by his study 
of the beauties of the Buddhistic princi- 
ples and by his association with the young 
princes of India, whom he met at Cam- 


Some 


bridge. "ith them he studied the classics 
of the east, the people and their art, and 
went in search of the curios that are so 
iliustrative of a country and its pcople. 
Today Mr. Russell concentrates, as it 
were, his knowledge of the eastern world 
and jllustrates in his display of jewels the 
delights of oriental art. 
A Difference of Ideas. 

His display is wonderful in its presenta-. 
tion of the unique. It requires but a 
glance to mak= one appreciate the diifer- 
ence between the tastes in India and the 
other parts of the orient and cur own mod- 
ern fads for brilliancy. 

The eastern jewels at times offect a flat 
cut, showing the stone in its native 
smoothness and that subdued coloring that 
depicts the Indian love of color—none the 
less splendid in their beauty, but less glit- 
tering than the scintillating cuts of the 
nineteenth century lavidaries, 

The collection of ‘‘turkises’’ alone pre- 
sents not only a study of the varied 
beauties of the struit, but there are the 
historic incidents of the times, impressed 
and inscribed on the clear-blue suriaces 
of the aZgure jewel. There is not alone the 
china blue turquoise with which Americans 
are most familiar, but the stone is scen in 
every tint, from a bright, vivid bluc, grad- 

shading into that of the “evening 
and in its declining color is finally 

‘softened into shadows, silvery pale and 
dim.” Then are its shades of the 
Nile green; combiration with the 
chryso praise, jade, or emeralds in their 
subdued tones: or Mr. Russell’s favored 
study of blue and the purple shown 
in the Wearing of the two fings, the Pe:- 
sian turqueise and the amethystine ‘‘scara- 
baeus.”"*" The first is a medium sized clear 
blve turquoise in which is sunk in gold the 
word “Allah,’’ and inseriptions from the 
Koran; the ‘“‘scarabeaus,’’ mounted like the 
turgueise on dull gold, is cut out of an 
amethyst and was found in the tomb of an 
ancient Etruscan king, It is set ae 
swivel, exposing upon both Bideés the ime 
ages of fighting warriors. 

Other Unique Ornaments. 

Besides innumerable rings presenting fn 
their varied structure and symbolic in- 
scriptions little stories in themselves, a 
royal crown, breast ornaments and pen. 
danis, marvellous necklaces, bracelets and 
brooches of every conceivable form, with 
the turquoize ever the prevailing jewel, 
are to be seen in this collection. 

A jewel study of biue and gold is pre- 
sented in the costume worn by Edmund 
tussell in his impersonation of Prince 
Sidhartha in the costume recital of the 
“Light of Asia.” His conception of this 
character, from a dramatic and artistic 
standpoint, won the congratulation of Sir 
Edwin Arnold when he wrote to Mr. Rus- 
sell: “It is hard for a@ reader to satisfy 
an author, but you give me true content.’”’ 

The blue and gold study is completely 
carried out by the masses of gokl orna. 
ments studded with turquotfse on tur- 
quoisé-colored satins embroidered in pat- 
terns of gorgeous gold designs. The 
crown is massive in its structure of beaten 
gold ard has ornaments of turquoise so 
large aS to bear inscriptions of gold 
sunk in them. Each one can be detached 
from the body of the crown and is so 
Set that its back of gold bears’the impres- 
sion of some historic incident of the 
times. . 

A succession of beautiful necklaces in 
their eastern richness of blue and gold 
may well be described as gorgeous. One 
is a Burmese fringe of marvelous gold 
filigree work of peacocks that in the 
exquisite minuteness of their structure 
seem to be the work of fairies. 

An ornament for the breast, held in 
place by massive clasps of dull gold stud- 
ded with the turquoise, is composed of a 
figure “representing the head in gold of 
the sacred bull of India, held in place by 
tiger’s claws. T'rom ihis hang pendants 
of the turquoise with inscriptions sunk in 
gold. 

Then there are the bracelets or amulets— 
turquoises in peculiar sha‘les supposed to 
repel the /evil influences.’ Kach jewel 
bears the impression of a figure illustrat- 
ing the times, from the head of the 
savage idol to those of the Persian mone 
archs. 

An Atlanta lady comtemplating these 
little jewel histories remarked: “They are 
beautiful, but they are so heathen!” 

“No, madam, they are not Methotlist,’ 
répiied Mr. Russell. 

Then to pacify her, he showed the wed. 
ding ring of Martin Luther. In this ring. 
carved in black and silver, are all the 
Symbois of the passion, the spenr, the 
flagelot, the nails, the rope the centurion’s 
sword, and Jjast of all the crown of thorns 
surmounted in the center by a ruby glow- 
ing like a’ drop of blood. 

Not Short on Similes. 

Mr. Russell hears many amusing re- 

flections while exposing his treasures, and

in hits interesting collection of girdles is 
one consisting of a broad mass of forty 
bosses of carnelians set in rass and 
sliding on a heavy band of leather, which 
he says was once worn by a Persian ex- 
ecutioner 1,000 years ago.

Extending 
from this is four golien chains attached 
to rings of shaded turquoise worn on each 
lingers; then another chain ate 
tached to the hand ornament is wound 
about the wrist forming a bracelet and 
fairly encasing the hand in jewels linked 
together with golden chains.

Some of the Unique Rings. 

Among the many beautiful rings in 
collection is a perfume ring. It is of the 
dull gold and is surmounted by a hearte- 
shaped ornament of filigree work, con- 
taining a cell where les a little sponge 
perfumed With sandal woed. 

A toe ring worn by an Imdian dancing 
girl *s most unique; its ornamentation is 
of enameled disks of blue and green, en- 
circling a tiny looking glass, in which la 
danseuse might arrang heer tangletl eye- 
lashes.

a VERDICT RRACHED YESTERDAY | 


"After the Jury Had Been Out for 
Twenty-Four Hours 


_ POSTPONEMENT OF THE MURDER BRANCH 


An Appeal Will Likely Be Made to the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
on the Issue ef Jurisdiction.

After two hours of deliberation the jury 
in the case of the two alleged whitecap- 

rs, John Quarles and Dave Butler, re- 
turned a verdict of guilty yesterday af- 
ternoon, P 

It was between 5 and 6 o’clock that the 
verdict was reached, and by reason of 
that verdict the defendants will be re- 
Guired to serve for a term of years in the 
Uhio penitentiary. 

From the time Judge Newman delivered 
his able charge last Friday afternoon until 
the verdict was returned the jury had oc- 
cupied exactly twenty-four hours in com- 
ing to a decision. 

The verdict was signed by E. S. Free. 
man, of Cartersville, Ga., as foreman. 

it simply read: “We, the jury, find the 
defendants, John Quarles, Sr,, and David 
Butler, guilty.’’ 

In the Courtroom. 

In the courtroom, at the iime the ver- 
dict was read, only a few specta*ors were 
present. Colonel Glenn, the -eading at- 
torney for the defendants, who maraged 
tne case with such adroit skill and abil- 
ity, was not on hand. ‘The defense, how- 
ever, waS represented by Mr. J. KE. Robin- 
son, Who moved an arrest of judgment 
pending a motion for u new trial. 

he two defendants, who had leen in 
prglonged suspense and who had ccm- 
imenhced to hope from the delay of the jury 
in arriving at a verdict that a mistrial 
might be deciared, if a verdict of ac- 
quitta! could not be rendered, were bicught 
junto the courtroom by the bailiff. 

Iwach of the prisoners was attended by 
members of his family, utler’s wife and 
daughter occupied seats on the prisoner’s 
left and with looks of profound anxiety 
they awaited the dreaded announcement 
-of the verdict, 

Judge Newman took his seat in the 
judge’s chair. The district attorney, Col- 
onel Joe James, atso made his appearance 
at the same time. Clerk Colquitt Carter 
received the verdict from the hands of 
the foréman and read it in the hearing of 
the court and the prisoners at the bar. 

‘che prisoners heard the solemn result 
of the jury’s deliberations with marked 
composure, and the feigned indifference 
with which they listened to the words tnat 
deprived them of their liberty as citizens 
ciearly indicated that, however unpleasant 
the ordeal might be to them, tney intended 
to make no display of their feelings. 

The women, however, were not as strong 
on their texture as the vigorous men in 
whose fate they were interested wnd as 
soon as the verdict was announced they 
completely gave way. There was no Un. 
sightly demonstration, but the tears came 
inte their eyes as the officer of ihe court 
read the brief but significant language of 
the verdict. The little two-room cottages 
in the heart of the Cohutta mountains 
loomed up before them. They saw the 
terrors that confronted them in the dark 
future that opened no outiook of promise 
and that meant hunger and perh2ps star- 
vation to themselves and their children. 

but the law of the United States had 
been violated and the law is blind to the 
sufferings of those who are so unfortu- 
nate as to be the innocent and indirect 
victims of its severity, 

One of the defendants, John Quarles, Sr., 
testified that he had fourteen children. 
The other defendant, David J3utler, has 
eight, and all of them are young, the old- 
est being a giri of fifteen. 

The Jury’s Trouble. 

It was this consideration that weighed 
with the jury. In spite of the ipparent 
guilt of the two men they could not stifle 
the impulse of an overmastering sym- 
pathy that took the part of the helpiess 
wives and children of the prisoners. Fi- 
naliy, however, they made up their minds 
io return a verdict and to ask, in behalf 
of the prisoners, the consideration of the 
court. 

This was agreed upon at 4 o’clock. Be- 
fore. announcing their verdict, however, 
the members of the jury decided that they 
would like to have a littie dinner. They 
had not tasted of food since early morning, 
preferring to detay their repast until a ver- 
dict should be reached. <As soon as they 
had ail agreed they sent for the marshal 
and esked him to order them a dinner, 
This he did, 

Like hungry men, who had earned the 
privilese of cating, they addressed them- 
selvcs to the vurious dishes spread before 
them. In a few miinutes they came to 
@ finu) decision, and the marshai was no- 
tificd that they were ready to enter the 
' courtreon:.

Judge Newman was put on notice that 
the jury had agreed upon a verdict and 
the information spread rapidly throughout 
the building.

WILL ORDINARY CALHOUN ORDER ONE? 


Carr’s Attorneys Say That It Is a Matter 
jor the Ordinary~Judge Calhoun 
Appears to Differ. 


Now comes the question as to when Alex 
Carr will be tried again on the issue of 
lunacy? 

Ordinary Calhoun stated yesterday that 
he did not know, not having heard from 
the attorneys for Carr, and did not knbw 
What time they would ask for another trial. 

Mr. Reuben Arnold, attorney for Carr, 
said that he did not know when the ordi- 
nary would call a hearing and that the mate 
ter Was now entirely with the ordinary, as 
the issue had already been made by the mis- 
trial. 

The inference of the law is that it is the 
duty of Sheriff Barnes to name the time for 
another trial, the ordinary concurring, but 
the sheriff in this instance is as much at 
sea as the attorneys appear to be. 

The law bearing on this specific trial for 
lunacy is vague as to the manner of con- 
ducting it and is absolutely silent as to the 
procedure for a second trial, and takes no 
cognizance of such a contingency as a mis- 
trial. According to Ordinary Calhoun, a 
second trial, while not specifically provided 
for, is implied in the wording of the section. 

The language of the section is that if 
any convict shall have been sentenced to 
the punishment of death and afterwards 
becomes insane, the sheriff of the county, 
With concurrence and assistance of the ore 
dinary, shall summon twelve men to ih- 
quire into such insanity, and if it be found 
by the inquisition of such a jury that the 
convict is insane, the sheriff suspend 
the execution of the sentence directing 
death.

A Young Man in a Perilous Position

The State Examiner Figures Ran- 
dolph’s Shortage at $25,000. 

Montgomery, Ala., April 13.—The state 
examiner, about 10 o’clock tonight, filed 
his report as to the shortage of Frobate 
Judge Randolph, who left the state one 
month ago, and whose whereabouts are 
unknown. 

The report shows that his defalcation to 
the state is $25,000, which includes about 
$4,000 of unreported Hcense money. The 
report does not deal with trust funds, ex- 
haustively, but includes, in addition to the 
above, two transactions involving $2,800. 

The judge’s dealings with the county are 
not touched upon at all, but that the 
shortage is generally believed to be rot 
over $1,000. The indications from this 
report and all known facts are that thg 
total defalcation will not go much, if any, 
over $20,000.

A Beautiful Girl Stricken Blind. 

Ozark, Ala., April 13.—(Special.)—Miss 
Georgia Blackman, a beautiful and talent- 
ed young woman living near here, has 
without warning been stricken entirely 
blind. For a week her eyes had been slight- 
ly inflamed, but nothing serious was feared 
until one morning recently, when her sight 
commenced failing her and in an hour she 
was blind.

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CAPITOL BUILDING ON FIRE. 


Excitement at Springfield, Til, Yes- 
terday on Account of a Blaze. 

Springfield, Ill., April 13.—Intense excite- 
ment was caused at the capitol at noon to- 
day at the discovery of fire in the roof of 
the north wing. Much time of the fire de- 
partment was consumed before effective 
work could be done, because of the high lo- 
cation of the blaze. It was over 200 feet 
above the ground, and the flames at no time 
broke through the roof. The excitement 
among the people increased when it was 
seen that no headway was being made. Ex- 
cited men and women rushed aimlessly 
about while the whole building filled with 
smoke. , 

It was nearly an hour before the firemen 
were able to pour water on the: flames. To 
do this they were compelled to chop holes 
in the roof. The entire north wing was 
soon flooded under the roof and the fire 
was extinguished. More damage was done 
by smoke, water and the axes of the fire- 
men than by the flames. The flood poured 
through the handsome decorated ceiling of 
the senate chamber, near the presiding offi- 
cer’s platform, and later a good deal of 
the water found its way through the ceil- 
ings and filéors to the executive floor in the 
second story of the building in which the 
principal offices are situated. No serious 
damage was done to records or furniture, 

It is difficult to estimate the amount of 
the loss. Secretary Hinrichsen thinks the 
roof on the north wing will have to be re- 
placed, and that the ceiling of the senate 
chamber will have to come off. There is 
no insurance on the building. The fire was 
caused by tinners who were at work repair- 
ing the roof, and left their furnaces there 
when they quit work at noon. The room 
occupied by the enrolling and engrossing 
committee was flooded, and it is believed 
that many important bills passed by the 
senate have been destroyed. 


SHEDD LEFT THE UNIVERSITY. 


And the Faculty and Students Are 
Locked Out. 

Little Rock, Ark., April 13.—The trouble 
involving the fortunes of the Little Rock 
university has finally resulted in that in- 
stitution being closed, President W. F. 
Shedd, the casus belli, has left the city, 
and the faculty is left without a job. The 
property is owned and entirely controlled 
by the Southern Education Society, at Cin- 
Cinnati, 53., a child of the Northern 
Methodist church. When the recent trouble 
arose between President Shedd and the 
students, resulting in the refusal of the 
latter to remain in the school while he 
was president, the faculty endeavored to 
continue the school, but President Shedd 
locked and barred the doors of the recita- 
tion rooms, gave the resident students or- 
ders to leave the building within four days; 
notified the parents of day pupils to keep 
their children away if they wished to 
avoid trouble, and Kept a deputy sheriff 
on the premises to enforce his commands. 

A week ago Professor Sanford, of Ohio, 
one of the faculty, told President Shedd 
he intended to bring suit for past due sal- 
ary. Miss E. M. Newell, another member 
of the faculty, says she learned Monday 
that Mr. and Mrs. Shedd had departed. 


FRED DOUGLASS’S WILL 


Admitted to Probate in Washington. 
The Contest Ended. 

Washington, April 13.—The will of Fred- 
erick Douglass was admitted to probate 
by Judge Hagner this afternoon and let- 
ters of administration were granted to the 
widow and Louis H. Douglass, a son of 
the deceased.

BEAUTIPYING SLEEP.’ 


Women Should Lie in the Shape of a 
Letter S. 


Women who sleep a great deal and com- 
fortably, who are addicted to cat naps and 
regard nine hours of wholesome rest as at 
soiutely requisite to their physical well be- 
are the women who defy the frosting 
hand of time, There are the women WHose 
wrinkles are few and far between and 
whose eyes remain the brightest and cheeks 
the rosiest for the longest period after the 
bloom of youth has fled. No less notable a 
beauty than Diana de Poictiers, wno re- 
tained her irresistible until her 
seventiéth year, recognized vaiue ol 
sleep as a preventive of wrinkles. indeed 
So fearful was she of losing a moment of 
precious perfect rest, that mistrusting te 
beds of her friends she carried her own 
with its splendid fittings on all her jour- 
neys. 

She who can afford it buys her bed of 
mahogany, a beautiful French canopy at- 
fair, modeled—only on larger lines—-after 
the one still shown at Versaiiles as used by 
Louis XIV. But whether of richly polished 
wood or simple white iron the modern bed 
has a tester or canopy and more or less 
drapery of silk or chintz. With ail of them 
are sold what in nearly every part o 
America are indispensible—mosquito nets. 
These are a novel invention of the decora- 
tors and are in the form of big parasols 
with heavy handles at least five fect high. 
The handle fits into and is braced by a 
metal clamp behind the back of the bed and 
set at such an angle that when its silk- 
covered ribs are unfurled it lets down over 
the bed a veiling of mosquito-proof net, en- 
tirely protecting the helpless sleeper. Three 
mattresses laid upon a wire spring founda- 
tion are invariably used. One is of fresh, 
springy black moss, one of mixed cotton 
and wool, and the third filed with a supe- 
rior quality of South Amencan hatr. 

All three have their ugly blue and white 
tufting enveloped in a white linen slip 
cover that buttons down on one side and 
between every mattress is laid a _ long, 
thin sachet bag of white linen filled with 

nglish lavender. Such an arrangement of 
bedding is believed to be most conducive to 
profound and healthful sleeping. 

There are those eccentrics amoag wealthy 
folk in New York city who substitute for 
the cotton bed one filled with the dried 
shredded husks stripped from the ears of 
Indian corn. This is not tufted, but stuffed 
loose into a ticking that has a pocket slip, 
buttoning down the middle, and every 
morning the maid opens the pocket and 
with her hand turns and tosses the husks, 

When the maid prepares her mistress 
bed for occupancy its sumptuous cosiness 
would tempt an argus into cat napping and 
a weary woman to long hours of delicious 
repose. Day cushions, stiff head roll and 
satin counter pane are replaced by the three 
or four night pillows of various sizes and 
no bolster at all. To a German scientist is 
due the discovery that at night the head 
should be elevated not more than two inches 
above the body else free circulation is im- 
peded. Following this good counsel the 
wise sleeper uses big square pillows, two 
of them, it ig true, but stuffed with down, 
not feathers, and so scantily that when 
laid one upon another the weight of the 
shoulders presses them very low. In addi- 
tion to these the maid adds two more pil- 
lows, about twelve inches square. These 
are covered and trimmed just like the big 
ones and meant to tuck into the corner of a 
weary back or fil] a crevice where draughts 
might slip in. ; 

In summer numbers of gentle sleepers use 
sheets of cool white Shanghai silk and 
others who suffer from neuratgia and rheu- 
matism have their beds made the year 
round with fine cotton ones. Like those of

‘But dreams, say these sleepers who take 
their rest by fixed rule and regulations, are 
all a matter of how ome composes herself 
for the night. No wonder Peter Ibbetson 
was able to recall the past when he went 
to sleep lying ‘flat on his back and his 
hands clasped under his head. To lie on 


one’s elbows above the level of 
interferes with

ly on the left side will also disturb the 
heart, and bring dreams of misfortune.

COTTON DID NOT GO TO 10 CENTS 


Mr. Cabaniss Thought It Would, Because 
the Administration So Declared Aiter 
the Repeal of the Sherman Law. 


Washington, April 13.—(Special.)—The 
news of the announcement of the appoint- 
ment of Hon. Thoinas B. Cabaniss, ex- 
representative from the sixth district, to 
one of the Dawes Indian commissicner- 
ships, will bo reac with pleasure by his 
friends, who have been counting on his 
dDeing provided for after having suffered 
defeat for congress for aligning himself 
with the president on the currency qucs- 
tlon. Ex-Congressman A. P. Montgomery, 
of Kentucky, is also another appointee 
on this commission, and like Mr. Cabaniss, 
Mir. Montgomery was defeated by the peo- 
ple ef his district for siding with the ene- 
mies of silver coinage, and the rebuke 
was more pointed in Muntgomery’s case, 
Mecause up to two years aguv ine Was the 
hottest free silver man in the Fentucky 
Gelegation and was thought to be invin- 
cibie in his district. He was defeated by 
a free siiver republican. The third ap- 
F. C. Armstrong, of the 
District of Columbia. 

How Cabaniss Was Caught. 

Great sympathy has aiways been felt 
here for Congressman Cabaniss, who is 
personally one of the most popular mem- 
bers of the Georgia delegation; and the 
general impression has been that he was 
made a victim of circumstances anu bun- 
koed against his own will. Nobody doubts 
that he voted conscientiously, but his 
friends think that he was imposed upon 
by influences which were very close to 
him here in Washington and in Georgia 
end that by the constant intercession of 
these influences was really led to_assume 
@ position which did not conform to his 
past record, and yet in which he was per- 
fectly honest. In fact, it was drummed 


into his ears so constantly by those who 
had his closest contiaence that he really 
became a believer against his will. 
They Were Friends. 
Congressman Cabdaniss was a close 
friend and companion of Congressman Car- 
ter Tate and Congressman John Maddox. 
They were together all the time by day 
and by night. They went to the capitol 


“together in the morning; they went home 


together in the evening. They could be 
geen together at all times, week in and 
week out. When the fight for the uncon- 
ditional repeal of the Saerman law grew 
hot the Georgia deiegation, with but few 
exceptions, stood for silver coinage as a 
substitute by which the repeal of -the 
purchasing clause could be brought about. 
Both Messrs. Tate and Madiox begged 
Cabaniss not to align himself with the 
president in the latter’s effort to drive 
unconditional repeal through the house. 
They toid him that such a course wou,d 
mot be tolerated by the people of Georgia 
and that he could not withstand the trde 
that would rise against him in his own 
district. 

At the same time the administration in. 
fluences made a dead set to force the popu- 
lar representative from the sixth district 
to vote the other way. Ju4ge Joann l. 
Hall, of Griffin, was one of the attorneys 
of the interior department and Represen- 
tative Cabaniss’s brother was a partner 
ef Secretary Smith in the newspaper busi. 
mess in Atlanta. Another brother was the 
cashier of a Macon bank, and before 
Representative Cabaniss knew it he was 
convinced that the president’s policy was 
right. 

The story goes here that the intimate 
companionship existing wpetween Messrs. 
Tate, Maddox and Cabaniss grew strained 
and that the association was not as con- 
stant as before. During these stormy 
days when ‘Messrs. Tate and Ma'‘idox were 
fighting for silver they were thrown less 
with Mr. Cabaniss and it was a very rare 
thing that he was ever out of the reach 
of the other side. It is said that Judge 
‘Hall haunted him like a shadow and that 
through the medium of the influences of 
these intimate friends he was assured that 
all was one way in Georgia; that the 
sixth district was solid for unconditional 
repeal, and that after all this was but the 
first step to free coinage. Indeed, it is 
said that he was told positively that the 
administration would follow uncontitional 
repeal with a free coinage measure, and 
it was only on this assurance that he 
Qnally yielded. 

Better Suit of Clothes. 

After Mr. Cabaniss made up his mind 
that he would definitely support uncondi- 
tional repeal he became an earnest ad. 
vocate of that side of the controversy. 


“He believed that was what the country 


demanded, and as soon as the Sherman 
law was out of the way and the recogni- 
tion: which that measure gave silver was 
finally disposed of, that the panic would 
be over and that prosperity would immé«edi- 
ately return. It was one of the favorite 
a@tgumeints then of those who were trying 
to ferce unconditionai repeal, that cotton 
was being held down by the Sherman law 
and that as soon as it was repeated it 
would jump from ¢ to 10 cents ua pound. 

As ah evidence of Mr. Cabaniss’s earn. 
estness he made a wager one day with 
Hon. Carter Tate that cotton would go 
to 10 cents a pound by January ist foi- 
lowing the repea! of the Sherman iaw 
in the early fall of 15892. 

Tate scouted at the proposition and told 
him: that the repeal of the law would have 
exactly the reverse cffcect and would lower 
the price of cotton. 

Cabaniss, 2s a demonstration of his earn- 
estness, then bet Tate a $50 suit of clothes 
that cotton wouid stmke iv cents by Jan- 
wary Ist, provided the law was repealed, 
and Tate took the pet. 

The iaw wes repealed, cotton never rose, 
and with the reassembling of congress 
after the Christmas holidays Congress- 
man Tate appeared on the scene with 
one cf the handsomest winter suits in 
Wasnington, for which Congressman

Expects To Go Back. 

Washington, April 13.—(Special.)~-Colonel 
I. W. Avery, of Atlanta, who has been 
making an extensive trip through South 
America in the interest of the AtPanta ex- 
position, arrived in New York on the 
steamer Coleridge on Thursday. Yester- 
day Mrs. Avery, who has been spending 
some time in Washington, joined her hus- 
band in New York and this evening Colo- 
nel and Mrs. Avery reached Washington on 
their way home. 

They left for Greenville, S. C., at Hl 
o'clock tonight and tomorrow night they 
will go from Greenvilie to Atlanta. 

To The Constitution’s correspondent 
Colonel Avery said: “{ am greatly pieased 
with the result of my visit to South Ameri- 
ca. I found the people there courteous 
and enterprising, and they all ‘seem to 
take the greatest fnierest in the forthcom- 
ing exposition. I visited Argentina, Brazil, 
Chile and Uruguay, and in two instances I 
was fortunate enough to be on hand while 
congress was in session. In each case ap- 
propriations were made, and in the others 
they Were promised. ‘Throughout South 
America the Atlanta exposition seems to 
be taking hold with the people and I am 
satisfied that the republics which I visited 
will be properly represented.” 

“Is it true that you are to make another 
trip, Colonel?’ 

“Yes. if expect to start for Venezuela 
within the next two weeks. -I have not 
yet had an opportunity to see the pecple 
of that republic and after I shall have had 
an opportunity to consuit with the man- 
agers in Atlanta I shall immediately sail 
for Venezuela, and expect to be in Caracas 
early in May.’’

MOTION FOR A REHEARING 


In the Income Tax Cases Will Be 
Made This Week. 

Washington, April 13.—A motion for a 
reheariug of the income tax cases decided 
by the United Siates supreme court last 
Monday will be made by Mr. W. D. Guth- 
rie, of counsel for the stockholders in 
the Farmers’ and Continental Trust Com- 
panies, and the printed motion will be 
distributed among the justices next Mon- 
Gay. The proceeding will be done without 
the personal intervention of counsel, and 
no recerd of the filing of the motion will 
be made unless it should be granted. The 
probable action of the count is a matter 
of pure speculation. To grant the motion, 
under the practice of the court laid down 
in the case of the St. Louis public schools 
vs. Walker (Ninth Wallace), would require 
the request of cne of the tour justices who 
voted to uphold the constitutionality of the 
law, and whether one of these would do 
this cannct, of course, be told until the 
Gecision of the court upon the motion shall 
be announced. 

In the St. Louis case the court said that 
“where the court does not of its own mo- 
ticn order a rehearing, it shall be in order 
fur counsel to submit a motion without 
argument. If any justice who concurred 
in the opinion of the court asks that it 
be done, a rehearing will be granted; other- 
wise, it will be denied as of course.’”’ 

Should the motion for a rehearing be 
grunted by the court, it will, in all proba- 
bL.lity, be accompanied by an order set- 
ting aside the judgment anncunced iast 
Mcndey and restoring the case to the dock- 
et for reargument. This would have the 
effect of ceviving the law as passed by 
congress until the case was again dispos- 
ed of. 

The action of the court may depend upon 
the ability of Mr. Justice Jackson to re- 
sume his seat upon the bench, inasmuch as 
it would probably require his coO-operaiion 
to make a change in the attitude of the 
court towards the law. A letter received 
from him yesterday stated that he was 
feeling fairly well, but that he had no ex- 
pectation of joining his associates here 
befcre next fail.

OIL 18 VERY ACTIVE 


Old Speculators Coms Back in the Market 
Tempted by the Risa, 


THE STANDARD $1.75 A BARREL 


Dealers Hold Out for $2, Believing 
It Will Come, 


PROSPECTORS GO TO BORING AGAIN 


All Through the Oii Region the Old Fever 
Has Revived—Ladies Sbare 
the Excitement. 


Pittsburg, Pa., April 13.—Oil took another 
big spurt towards the $2 mark this morn- 
ing at the purchasing agencies of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company. One dollar and seventy- 
five cents per barrel was posted as the 
price it would pay for Pennsylvania oil. 
This is an advance of 25 cents since Thurs- 
day. In the speculative market the first 
quotation was $1.75 bid, and the market 
went to $1.95 before sale was made. The 
market is now $1.95 bid. 

Crowds of people congregated at the 
local exchange today anxious to see what 
the market would open at, Years ago the 
former exchange building was well equipped 
for the public as weil as the speculators. 
This building, however, on account of the 
utter inactivity of the oil market, 
sold. Now the business is transacted in 
two rooms across the street. ‘the new 
quarters were entirely inadequate to ac- 
commodate the throng interested in oil 
this morning, Many old-time brokers, pro- 
ducers and speculators crowded the new 
quarters, which were filled up long before 
the market opened. When it was announced 
that the Standard had set a price of $1.75 
per barrel as the price they would pay for 
Pennsylvania oil at their purchasing agen- 
cies, the crowd could not keep quiet until 
the exchange market opened, At the tap of 
the gong at 10 o’clock $1.75 was bid for the 
May option, There were no sellers and not 
until $1.95 was reached could anybody be 
persuaded to part with certificates of the 
greasy fluid. At $1.95 a lot of 19,000 barrels 
that ‘had been probably purchased at a 
much lower figure was sold, This was the 
only sale recorded on the Pittsburg ex- 
change. 

At Oil City, the excitement was even 
greater than here and reports from there 
Say the old-time brokers and speculators, 
together with a large number of ladies, 
filled the exchange to its utmost capacity. 
Sales were made on that exchange at $2. 

The advance for the day over the closing 
price on Thursday amounts to 31 cents and 
for the week 82 cents. What the market 
will do Monday is the topic uppermost in 
the minds of those interested, Some think 
the Standard will pay $2, or the price oil 
was traded in at the exchanges. Others are 
on the fence and don’t know what to think. 
At any rate producers are very active and 
drilling is going on as it has never before 
in the past ten years,

A Small Well Said To Tap Oil at 
1,000 Feet. 

Kngxville, Tenn., April 13.—(Special.)— 
Citizens of Fentress county, Tennessee, in 
the vicinity of Jamestown, are very much 
excited Just now over the discovery a 
few days ago of oil. It has long been said 
that there was oil in the Cumberland 
mountains and several companies have 
been organized to bore for it. They have 
been unsuccessful until this time when, 
after boring to a depth of 1,000 feet, oil 
and gas spouted out to the top of the der- 
ricks. Then the solid flow of oil began, 
running fully. twenty-five barrels per hour. 
Some Pennsylvania men have charge of it 
and have cut off the flow until they can 
prepare to take care of it. The well was 
sunk in the Cumberland plateau.

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NEVADA’S MINT SHORTAGE. 


Arrest of John Jones, Melter and Re- 
finer. 

Carson City, Nev., April 13.—Joh > 
Jones, assistant melter and refiner at the 
Carson mint, was arrested this afternoon 
charged with ccmplicity in the shortage. 
Bonds were fixed at $25,000. 

The warrent charges Jones with complic- 
ity in the mint shortage, which is $77,000 
of fine gold. His bonds were immediately 
furnished by ex-Governor Colcord, Super- 
intendent H. M. L. ad. Bell, prominent 
Carson merchants and capitalists. The 
hearing was set for Thursday next. Mr. 
Jones, when interviewed tenignt, refused 
to make any statement and when ques- 
tioned closely laughed cme matter off. The 
warrant reads that January 1, 1893, and at 
divers dutes between February 18, 1890, ana 
February 11, 1895, Jones unlawfully and 
feloniously took and carried from the Car- 
son mint personal property in the manner 
of gold and silver bars and gold and sil- 
ver metals in granulated form to the value 
of $77,000, which was the property of the 
United States, under the care and control 
of the United States melter and refiner. 
It is reported that James Hemnry, formerly 
an employe of the_mint, has been arrested 
in San Francisev, but it is not credited 
here. The arrest caused much excitement 
in this section, although something of the 
kind has been hourly expected. Mr. Jones 
is a prominent Mascn and stands high in 
this state. 


RACE ON THE OCEAN. 


The Lucania Beats the Paris by Over 
Six Hours. 

New York, April 13.—The steamship Lu- 
cania, which arrived here late Friday night 
and got up to her dock early this morning, 
made an excellent spring voyage, consum- 
ing on the trip but five days, eighteen hours 
and forty-two minutes. The voyage was 
devoid of incident until the afternpon of 
the 9th, when the smoke from a steamer'’s 
funnel was sighted on the horizon far ahead 
on the port side. At dusk the steamer was 
made out to be the American line steamer 
Paris, which has beaten the Lucania in 
heavy weather. From that moment the 
decks of the liners were black with ex- 
cited passengers. The engines were hooked 
up and the two ships forged through the 
tranquil sea as fast as their propellers could 
drive them. On that day the Lucania 
steamed 540 knots and the Paris 507. 

Captain Watkins, of the Paris, described 
the sight at night as the grandest he ever 
Saw on the ocean. The steamers were 
three miles apart and lights blazed from. 
every porthole and glanceu far out on the 
water, which was as smooth as glass. At 
9 o’clock the steamers were dead abeam, 
while the moon shone with wonderful 
brilliancy. For half an hour the ships fhew 
along as if locked by invisible tethers, then 
the Lucania forged ahead and in thé re- 
maining 2,060 knots beat the Paris into 
port by six hours and nineteén minutes. 


TAX ON JACK-POTS. 


Desha Breckinridge’s Income Tax De- 
cision Creates Consternation. 

Lexington, Ky., April 13.—Deputy Collec- 
tor of Internal Revenue Desha Breckin- 
ridge, who is especially detailed to collect 
income tax, has ruled that all incomes com- 
ing within provisions of the law derived 
from winnings for 1894 on horse racing, 
poker, roulette or lottery must be returned 
by the winners on next Monday, or they 
will suffer the penalty prescribed in the act. 
Mr. Breckinridge quotes several passages 
to the income tax bill to prove that his de- 
cision is correct, and jin addition he holds 
that no account will be taken of losses; 
that if a man wins $6,000 on races today and 
loses $16,000 tomorrow he will have to re- 
turn the 36,000 as income. The law, he 
says, explicitly states that deduction for 
losses cannot be made in horse racing or 
any other form of gambling. This decision 
was first made public hero today, and it 
hag strucls consternation to such heavy

A Series of Meetings Will Be Held 
Throughout the Empire to Keep 
Up the Agitation. 


Berlin, April 13.—The tide of popular op- 
position to the anti-socialist bill is rising 
rapidly. The Koelnische Zeitung announces 
that a movement has been started to give 
force to this opposition in the reichstag 
by combining all the non-reactionary depu- 
ties against the measure. The guidance of 
the movement is at present in the hands 
of a national liberal committee which will 
appeal not only to all professing liberalism, 
but also to the conservatives and free con- 
Servatives who are far from being a unit 
in favor of the clerical turn given to the 
bill in committee. The conservative an- 
swer will not be given probably before the 
end of the Easter recess, but its nature 
may be betrayed by the conservative press 
within the next ten days. 

The prince of Schoenaich-Carolath, for- 
merly leader of the free conservatives and 
now. an independent deputy, has published 
his views of the bill and the proper man- 
ner of handling it. Considering that he 
still has near relations to the conservative 
leaders, the liberal deputies find much com- 


fort in his slashing criticisms of the whole |

80 quict that nothing is known positively 
beyond the fact that Kotze was carried to 
@ private hospital this morning with a 
wound in his loin. Half an hour after he 
arrived there his wife alighted from a cab 
at the door, and with every sign of deep 
agitation, hurried to his bedside.

Count Kanitz, chief direct- 
or of the Kreuz Zeitung company, has cer~ 
tified officially that there has not been the 
slightest irregularity in Hammerstein's ac- 
counts or administration. 

The government has published the text 
of a new bill to control trading on the 
bourse. All financial firms agree that the 
bill will injure business here and send many 
of their clients to Paris and Vienna. 

A few workingmen’s meetings will be 
held here on May day to denounce the an- 
ti-socialist pill and call for an eight-hour 
day. On May 5th, however, the socialists 
will make strong demonstrations through- 
out the empire. 


No Advices at Washington. 

Washington, April 13.—No information of 
a later or more definite character relative 
to peace negotiations has been received 
today at either the Chinese or Japanese 
legations. It is said that final couclu- 
sions of the Japanese peace plenipotentia- 
ries have been telegraphed by Li Hung 
Chang to Peking and that Japan has asked 
for a reply within one day. This may ex~- 
plain the dispatch from Peking that Ja- 
pan has presented her ultimatum giving 
China one day to act upon it.

The clericals say 
that the opponents of the bill are animated 
less by their dislike of the amendments 
than by the desire to weaken the present 
domination of the clericals in the reich- 
stag. The Germania thinks that political 
jealousy is the motive rather than any rada- 
ical objection to the provisions to punish 
attacks upon the constitutions of religion 
and marriage. The other Catholic news- 
papers echo this opinion. Although The 
Nord Deutsche Algemein Zeitung and other 
semi-official sheets support the bifl in its 
present form, it is known that the gov- 
ernment is willing to slide down a peg or 
two and modify the most objectionable 
amendments as the national liberals de- 
mand. 
China-Japan War. 

Although in the east Germany pursues her 
traditional policy of non-intervention, the 
foreign office takes the keenest interest in 
the peace negotiations at Simonoseki. Frei- 
herr von Marschall, imperial secretary of 
foreign affairs, receives daily reports from 
Tokio as to the progress of the treatings. 
He is assisted by Herr von Brandt, long 
German minister to Peking, in his study of 
the tendency of China’s commercial con- 
cessions. Brandt is using several newspa- 
pers covertly to stir antagonism in Europe 
to Japan’s demand -for commercial favor, 
while the foreign office, through its news- 
paper, keeps Germany’s skirts clear by as- 
serting that the Berlin government can- 
not initiate a. policy of intervention. The 
Koelnische Zeitung said last evening: 

“If Japan obtains a 2 per cent tariff on 
goods going into the interior of China, to- 
gether with the cabotage dues on goods 
carried by Japanese ships between Chinese 
ports, and the right to build factories and 
trade anywhere in China, the interests of 
all commercial countries will be seriously 
affected. Such provisions look exclusively 
to Japanese interests, although Japan may 
pretend that they are for the benefit of 
European industry too.” 

It is said that an interchange of views 
with England is in progress. The British 
foreign office is understood to regard any 
immediate action regarding the prospective 
treaty as premature,

London, April 8.—The Oscar Wilde case 
has led to the arrest of two men who were 
implicated in the Cleveland street scandal 
In the rooms of one of them, J. C. Good- 
child, the police found a diary recording 
the foulest of acts, but nothing was dis- 
eovered relating to Wilde. The revela 
tions, however, show that the ramifica- 
tions of a peculiar type of vice are al- 
most past belief. It has transpired that 
Wilde’s friend, Taylor,. is the son of a 
London merchant. He inherited an in- 
come of £3,500 a year, but dissipated his 
fortune in profligacy. 

Mr. Robert Sheerard, an Anglo-Ameri- 
can journalist, has instituted legal pro- 
ceedings against the British consul in 
Paris on the ground that the consul pub- 
licly alleged tfwat he (Sheerard) was an 
assocfate ‘of Wilde and was guilty of 
crimes similar to those with which Wilde 
is charged.

Men Die with Their Winchester Ri- 
fles in Their Hands, 


POLITICS AT THE BOTTOM OF IT 


A Prominent Friend of Governor Jones 
Assassinated at His Home—A Fao- 
tional War Now On. 


Paris, Tex., April 13.—News of a bloody 
battle reached here today from the eastern 
portion of the Choctaw nation. Ever 
Since the Jones-Locke war of two years 
ago murderous enmity has prevailed be- 
tween men of different political belief. 
Only @ couple of weeks ago the Choc- 
taws, who cannot speak English, learned 
of the troubles that existed between Gove 
ernor Jones and Dick Locxe. Last Moan- 
day Arnold Islitche was shot down by an 
unknown man in his own yard. He had 
been an avowed friend of Governor Jones 
and was a man of prominence. His as- 
Ssassination aroused the whole community 
and the Coper brothers, who had always 
been warm friends of Locke, were sus- 
pected of the crime. 

Day before yesterday Solomon Lonaker, 
Simpson Lonaker and three of their friends 
laid in wait two miles from Eagleton in 
the Choctaw nation for the Copers. As 
the latter came up the Lonakers opened 
fire from ambush with Winchesters. Their 
fire was returned. There were five men on 
each side, and for thirty minutes a deadly 
fusillade prevailed. The results were not 
known until this moraing, when Governor 
Gardner, of the Choctaw nation, chanced 
to pass the place. He found Solomon 
Lonaker and Simpson Lonaker, Corneliug 
Coper and Tom Forbes dead in the road 
within a few feet of each other with Win- 
chesters in their hands. Near his dead 
brother lay William Coper, shot ‘in »@ 
cozen places, but alive and conscious. 
He gave Governor Gardner a_ detailed 
Statement of the whole affair. Enough is 
known to show that the Lonakers were 
instigated to do the bloody work by the 
liberal use of money given by political 
friends. The Copers were popular and 
their friends swear vengeance against the 
Lonakers and their friends. 


LEAPED TO DEATH. 


A Young Man Jumps from Brooklysz 
Bridge and Is Drowned. 

Brooklyn, N. Y., April 13—A young man, 
Supposed to be James Duffy, a native of 
County Cavan, Ireland, jumped from the 
Brooklyn bridge this afternoon about £:30 
o’clock and was drowned. From what can 
be learned the act was but a case of brav- 
ado, he having declared that he had al- 
ready jumped from Waterloo bridge in 
London, and from the high bridge at New- 
castle-on-Tyne, and wished to eadd this 
feat to his former exploits. 

Duffy, according to Patrolman Donnelly, 
who happened to be standing near the 
place where the man jumped, which is 
considered the highest part of the struc- 
ture, emerged from the crowd on the prom- 
enade at the objective point and swung 
himself up to the board walk over the 
tracks, from which an iron ladder leads 
down to the roadway. A moment later 
Donnelly saw Dufiy run across the road- 
way and climb upon the railing that sep- 
arated it from the outer cable which helps 
to support the central span. All of Don- 
nelly’s efforts to stop the man from his 
intention were of no avail. Duffy, balanc- 
ing Himself upon the cable, threw off his 
coat and sprang out into the air. In his 
descent he turned over and over several 
times. One lookeron said that he saw 
Duffy’s/body make four complete somer- 
saults fore it struck the water. He did 
not comd to the surface afterward. 

Duffy stood in Park Row near the bridge 
entrance early this afternoon and an- 
nounced that he was about to jump from 
the Brooklyn bridge at its highest point. 
He asked half a dozen different men to go 
along and see him jump, as he wanted to 
have witnesses to prove that he had really 
made the leap. 


TRAIN IN A BLAZE. 


Strange Accident on the Manchester 
and Augusta Railroad. 

Sumter, S. C., April 13.—Intelligence was 
received about midday of an unusual ac- 
cident to a freight on the Manchester and 
Augusta railroad, Freight train No. 18, 
consisting of fifteen cars and one tank car, 
filled with Kerosene oil, was burned near 
Rimini, about 10 o’elock this morning. It 
is said that an axle under the tank car 
broke and a hole was knocked in the tank. 
The oil was spilled along the track and be- 
came ignited. Almost instantly the entire 
train was in a blaze and it was with 
difficulty that one car next the engine and 
three on the rear end were saved. The loss 
to the railroad cempany will be very heavy 
as all of the cars, eleven in’ g¢@umber, in 
addition to the tank car, were loaded with 
merchandise. Full particulars of the acci- 
dent are not obtainable, nor is the amount 
of the loss known. 


TWO CRIMES TO HIS ACCOUNT.. 


The Last Man Seen with a Child Ar« 
rested for Her Murder. 


Boston, Mass., April 13.—A mysterious 
murder was brought to light this after- 
noon by Patrolman Perkins, who found the 
‘body of eight-year-old Alice Sterling in a 
newly-made grave in the cellar of a stable 
on the Denny estate in the Dorchester 
district. 

The little girl has been missing from her 
home since last Wednesday, and as she 
was last seen in company with an unknown 
man, it was believed that she had been 
kidnaped. The police went to work on the 
case in a careful manner and in a short 
time became satisfied that the last man 
she was seen alive with was Angus D, Gil- 
bert, night station agent at the Savin Hill 
station of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford railroad. He was arrested and 
as he had a room in the Denny stable, that 
was searched and the mutilated remains 
found in the cellar. No motive can be 
ascribed for the murder, but it is conjec- 
tured that the child was outraged and 
then killed to conceal the first crime.

It is the understanding that 
all true phenomena must proceed from God 
or divine mind; that if there is one God, 
or good, one infinite mind, the universe and 
man must be the product or manifestation 
of that mind, and being the emanation of 
that mind, must be as perfect as its cause. 
Hence, Jesus’s words: ‘Be ye perfect, even 
as your Father in heaven is perfect.’ And 
in St. Peter and Leviticus we also read: 
“And God said, be ye holy for I am holy,’ 
thus recognizing the divine logic of cause 
and effect, mind and idea, good and its 
phenomena. It is this recognition of divine 
reality and divine logic held persistently 
in consciousness in spite of material evi- 
dence that is the Christianly scientific 
method of warfare. ‘It is not with flesh 
and blood, but with principalities and 
powers of the air that we strive;’ with 
the illusion that there are two powers, 
two lawmakers, ever at war, instead of 
the spiritual recognition of an infinite 
good and the denial of the finite sense of 
good, or carnal mind, which is enmity to 
God.

‘SoMLINMAN ONTHE SITUATION 


‘He Talks to a Correspondent of The 
Cincinnat! Enquirer, 


AND HIS VIEWS ARE VERY INTERESTING 


Says the People Are for Prosperity 
and a Return to Silver Coinage. 


THE SIZE OF THE COTTON CROP 


Thinks the Organized Efforts of the Far- 
Yaers May Have Some Effectin Reduc- 
‘ing Acreage, but Yet Too Early to Tell. 


Cincinnati, O., April 13.—(Special.)—The 
Enquirer will publish tomorrow with con- 
siderable display a lengthy interview with 
Mr. S. M. Inman, of Atlanta, on cotton, 
business and silver. Mg. Inman, as the 
head of the greatest cotton house of the 
world, is held in the highest esteem by the 
business men of the west, and the views of 
no southern business man would be read 
with more interest. The interview is from 
the pen of The Enquirer’s staff correspon- 
dent, Mr. J. J. Dickinson, and is as follows: 

Yhe Cotton Acreage. 

Replying to the question, “What effect 
will the efforts of the Cotton Planters’ As- 
sociation for a reduction of acreage have 
on next year’s crop?” Mr. Inman said: 

“armers’ conventions are a good deal 
like political conventions. There is much 
speechmaking, a volume of resolutions, and 
a good many plecges made which circum- 
stances afterwards make difficult to fulfill, 
Dut back of all these is generally a fixed 
purpose, and though the result they hope 
to obtain often fails in a measure, they 
accomplish at least a part of what they 
set out to do. This was shown in the fight 
of the farmers on the bagging trust some 
years ago and again in their efforts to re- 
duce acreage in the spring of 1892. While 
I do not think there will be the reduction 
in acreage which they announce, running 
all the way’ from 15 to 30 per cent, accord- 
ing to locality, still the influence will be for 
the planting of a somewhat smaller crop, 

“Cotton planters are being lectured and 
exhorted by parties outside of themselves 
for not planting smaller crops of cotton and 
giving more diversity to their» operations, 
but we cannot wonder that the southern 
planter is slow to give up cotton in any 
degree. His life training has been in that 
direction and I imagine it would be about 
as difficult for a cotton planter to change 
guddenly to thoroughly diversified farming 
as it would be for a trained drygoods mer- 
chant to change without assistance to the 
successful handling of a stock of all sorts 
of merchandise. 

“The planter’s stock, his implements, his 
methods and his labor would have to under- 
go changes; his credit would have to be had 
fn a different way; he would have to try 
unfamiliar markets and unfamiliar methods 
in marketing his product, so taking it al- 
together we can only expect the change 
from the old farming system to a diversity 
of farm products to be a slow one. Still, 
the change is occurring, and after a year of 
great depression in cotton as this has been 
we see unusual steps forward in this direc- 
tion. 

The South’s Monopoly. 

“Tf the south could limit or increase the 
production of cotton at will her future 
would be secure. 

“Her cotton crop is the most perfect 
monopoly held by any great agricultura! 
section of the world. The specter of foreign 
competition is continually invoked to frignht- 
en her. The pauper raised cotton of India, 
Egypt. Central Asia and all parts of the 
world is often put to the front as an argu- 
ment that the south should raise cotton 
cheaper or lose her position of the control 
of the world’s cotton production and of be- 
ing by her own action the controller of 
the world's prices 

“What are the statistics? The bales given 
below are of 400 pounds each, the bale to 
which the various cotton crops of the world 
are reduced in making estimates. I give 
the fissures approximately: 

erga crop of i868-6$—American crop, 
2,652,000 bales; all foreign crops, 2,564,000 
bales. Cotton crop of 18%94-9-—-American 
eProp, (12,500,000 baies; ali foreign crops, 2,- 
$00,000 bales. The world’s. consumption— 

| , 4,979,000 bales; 1894-95, 12,500,000 bales. 

“These figures show that the cotton con- 
surmpticn of the world has increased in the 
period of twenty-six years given above 151 
per ceut, and that while the combined for- 
eign cotton crops of the world have only 
increased inrsthat period 13 per cent, the 
American cotton crop has increased 371 
per cent. In other words, the entire foreign 
crops of the world haye been almost sta- 
_ tionary while the imperial crop of the 
“gouth has increased from 2,652,000 bales to 
12.500.005 bales of 400 pounds each, Can it 
. be denier) that Amcrican cotton does now 
and ,* for all titne control the world’s 
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dcr the8o conditions is to push production, 
and when a phenomenal crop year iike the 
present comes, when the yicld goes beyond 
all _expectations and the season is perfcct, 
» there is a temporary oversupply and it 


‘looks like the day even of moderate prices 


is over, but the pendulum gradually swings 
to the other side and things right them- 
selves. The experience of this year is not 


new. In the winter of 1867-8 cutton de-, 


clined until, after the government tax was 
paid, the price of American middling, such 
as is quoted now, reduced to the value of 
gold, did not net the Georgia planter over 
7 cents in gold. This was relatively lower 
than 5 cents now, but the reaction came 
quickly. A convulsion occurred in the mar- 
Ket and* the price advanced 20 cents per 
pounds, or $100 a bale, before the season 
was over. In the spring of 182, under the 
pressure of the largest crop which had ever 
been produced. middling cotton declined to. 
644 cents in New York. Within a few months 
it had advanced nearly 4 cents a pound 
from that point. 

“It is argued because wheat has been 
down for years and is likely to stay ‘down 
that cotton will do the same, but the condi- 
tions are different. The world is a wheat 
field and the American ‘farmer may find 
his competitor this year from one quarter 
of the globe and next year from another, 
but with cotton the American planter can 
control the price if he will and holds the 
remedy for starvation prices in his own 
hands.” 3 

Manufacturing in the South. 

“Is there any considerable and permanent 
movement among southern men to manu- 
facture their own products in their own 
section?’ Mr, Inman was asked. 

“The south is gradually changing from 
an almost entirely agricultural country to 
one Of diversified industries,’” he replied. 
“Up to a few years ago the change was 
gather.ng momentum every year, but the 
agitation of the tariff and general depres- 
sion brought matters to a standstill, Now, 
since the tariff question is settled for a 
while, the movement has begun on a broad- 
er scale than ever, This is especially true 
of cotton manufacturing, and that the man- 
ufacture of cotton must ultimately come 
largely to the south seems to me must be 
admitted by every thoughtful man. 

“Take a map of the United States, draw 
a Straight line from Cincinnati to Rich- 
mond, another from Richmond to Atlanta, 
another from Atlanta to Memphis and still 
another from Memphis to Cincinnati and 
you have almost a square, each different 
side being some 500 miles long. Adjoining 
each side of these lines and within them 
are portions of Kentucky, West Virginia, 


Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 


Georgia, Alabama and Tennessee, making 


in the aggregate a country very partially 


developed and with all the natural Tfre- 


sources that make a country great. In it 
is the finest supply of hard woods in any 
similar section of the United States; its 
coal measures are among the largest in 
the world. Some time since a man given to 
figures made the assertion in a prominent 
northern journal that the coal of this sec- 
tion was sullicient to last the world 12,00v 
years. I have not undertaken to verify his 
figures. Its supremacy in iron and iron 
production is a matter that is self-apparent, 
In marble this single portion of Georgia 
which lies within these under the 
census, is the second largest producer in 
the union, It is rich with gold and copper 
and its other hidden treasures are very 
large. It is generally an Gievated, heaitn) 
region, full of water power, much of it 
growing the finest cotton and having a 
population from which the best operatives 
can be secured. This will be the future 
home of cotton manufacturing, With cotton 
at the door of the mill; with 
coal at $1 to $2 per ton; with 
Wages reasonable and laws friendly, it 
is only a question of time when there will 
be millions upon millions of spindles in 
op2ration, Already three counties in South 
Carolina spin nearly as many bales as Ii‘all 
River, and there is such pressure upon the 
leading mill architects for plans for new 
mills that they are declining orders for im- 
mediate work. 

“The collapse of the leading railway lines 
in the south under the pressure of the re- 
cent hard times left an immense investment 
demand which has turned to cotton manu- 
facturing, ag this industry has shown good 
results even amidst universal depression. 
It is easier to raise money to build a cotton 
mill than for any other investment, so that 
in nearly every town they are moving for 
the erection of one or more of tnese enter- 
prises. 

“At the principal northern outlet of this 
great country, destined some day to be rich- 
er than France, stands Cincinnati; and the 
four cities I mention are especially bound 
to be benefited by the mighty movement 
that is stirring this wonderful sectfon. Cin- 
cinrati stands as a gateway between the 
great west and the south, The develop- 
ment means the growth of Cincinnati and 
the further binding together of these two 
great parts of our country.” 

As to Silver and Currenvy. 

“Do the southern planters feel that their 
interest lies in the rehabilitation of silver 
in the same ratio that the western farmer 
contends it will benefit him?’ And to this 
question Mr. Inman replied: 

“If I know the southern planters there is 
a more profound sentiment in favor of sil- 
ver among them than in almost any part of 
the country. With them a silver currency 
would be hailed as a blessing though it 
drove goid from circulation and to a pre- 
mium. The older ones remember the times 
after the war when on account of the pre- 
mium on gold the exporters who drew 
against cotton in gold paid them from 3 to 
5 cents per pound additional for their cot- 
ton on account of this premium, The money 
paid them was the money of tneir country— 
the money that paid their taxes, paid their 
labor, bought their supplies and paid their 
debts. They argue that if gold was at a 
premium of 40 now, instead of receiv- 
ing & to 6 cents for cotton they would re- 
ceive 7 to 815 cents, and the difference to 
the planters on this cotton crop would have 
been $100,00¢,000 in their favor. That many 
more dollars would brave gone into the 
southern states and though they might rot 
have had equal purchasing power with 
gold it would have made a marvelous differ- 
ence in the feelings of the men whe toiled 
and. would, have saved many a man from 
the sheriff. Even if the silver was like the 
silver of Mexico, worth only one-half as 
much as gpld, the present crop would have 
sold for $250.000,000 more of these dollars 
than it has. From the planter’s standpoint 
he would prefer #50 per. bale instead of $25 
for his cotton, even if the doliars were not 
quite so good, It is especially so with the 
poorer classes of cotton producers, who, un- 
der tho best conditions, have a hard lita of 
it, After a year of hard work such as men 
in more comfortable positions know very

Scarching for a Remedy. 

“IT am not discussing the matter in the ab- 
Stract, ‘Iam only talking of the feeling 
of the planters I meet in every day life. 
They admit thatthe gold standard is a very 
great blessing to the man who has the gold, 
but to the man the product of whose labor 
is measured by gold, the blessing is not so 
apparent. On the contrary he thinks that 
the single gold standard is something of a 
curse, and while he cannot be certain 
whether a debased silver currency would 
make his condition any better, he at least 
is willing to try the experiment, It may 
be that more prosperous times may change 
the views of these men, but from what I 
know of their feelings on the subjact. now, 
they are going to act and vote for any par- 
ty that shows unqualified friendship for 
silver, The repeal of the Sherman law gave 
them disappointing results. The abortive 
tariff tinkering has not been as beneficial as 
they had hoped. These questions for the 
time being settled, they are going to hunt 
for a still further remedy for their trouble. 
I am not discussing my personal views, but 
simply give you, as far as I can judge, the 
sentiments of the men upon whose prosper- 
ity rests the prosperity of the south, If I 
have mistaken their feelings, time will de- 
velop it, but I have kept in pretty close 
contact with the producers of what are es- 
pecially known as the cotton states, and do 
not think I can be mistaken about the al- 
most universal opinion at this time.’’ 


The Illinois Democrats.

The political surprises scheduled for next 
year are prefaced by the action of the Illi- 
nois democrats at the meeting of the state 
central committee in Springfield yesterday. 

For some weeks a quiet but complete can- 
vass of the stdte has been going on to as- 
certain the opinion of the voters of the 
state on the silver question. The nature 
of it is made reasonably certain by the 
fact that the state committee feels war- 
ranted in an early meeting and a conven- 
tion June 4th next, which shall make 
a positive declaration on the question and 
thus forestall the action both of the re- 
publicans and the populists in declaring for 
the free coinage of silver. If the demo- 
crats were not sure of their ground prob- 
ably no such action would be taken so 
long prior to the holding of the nominating 
convention. The statement was made in 
yesterday’s meeting that an overwhelmnig 
number of democrats in the state were ap- 
parently in favor of free silver coinage. 

This movement is evidence that the 
democrats believe that a majority of the 
eeople of Illinois favor free silver and 
that if the party is first in the field with 
the “idea’’ and has a candidate to place 
upon a national platform in favor of free 
Giilver the democrats of the state may 
take a leading part in dictating not only 
the utterances of the party on the silver 
question, but also in saying who shall be 
the party’s candidate in 1896. 

Nothing else is so likely to miscarry as 
&@ political scheme, but if tne Illinois 
demvucrats understand the temper of the 
State and have a candidate who thorougn- 
ly represents it they will be a strong 
factor in the next nationa! convention. 
Both parties are likely to take their can- 
Gidates from the west, and the platforms 
or both w™ aim to be in accorainve-with 
the prevailing semtiments of tne regiva 
west of the Alleghanies 

If the democrats of Illinois shall, by early 
action, attempt to outline or ‘dictate the 
policy of their party, the position of the 
republican majority in the congress whica 
meets in December may with equal ver- 
tainty foreshadow what is to be the posi- 
tion of the republican —party on the silver 
Question in tne next hat hth 

Bimetallism Advancing.

One of the signs is the attitude of certain 
leading republican gold @ailies towards sil- 
ver. In Pennsylvania some of the great 
papers are taking a wiser view, notably The 
Philadelphia Press, a re publican gold or- 
san. The Press goes so far as to say that 

“an international agreement on the silver 
question which would re-establish silver in 
its full place, side by side with gold, is the 
great object to be earnestly sought.’ The 
Record is very bitter against silver, and 
favors a split in the party in case silver 
is adopted, admits that in Pennsylvania 
there “‘is not any doubt: that in the ru- 
ral sections of Pennsylvania the republican 
party is very strongly impregnated with a 
belief in the désirability of free silver coin- 
age."’

Passengers on a Train Discuss Finaros, the 
Absorbing Topic of the Day—An Idea 
of the Book’s Character. 


Trilby has had her day and passes on to 
take her plac® among those animals tv 
whom the ‘“‘Thane of Cawder”’ commanded 
the family doctor to throw his physic. 
Young Coin has supplanted Miss O’Ferrall 
in public favor. More of Harvey’s books 
are being tought and read in one day than 
were sold of DuMaurier’s in the best month 
it ever had. 

I was a passenger on a train which left 
Cincinnati for southern points the other 
day. On the first trip which the news 
butcher made through the train he sold six 
copies of “‘Coin’s Financial School” in one 
coach. In.a ride of 300 miles he scld three 
or four more copies in that same car. 
Several persons to whom it was offered 
told him that they had read it.

It soon became evident that 
the man on my seat was @ lawyer, a good 
one, too, as I learned later, the counsel 
for more than one corporation and a bank 
director. The other man was a manufact- 
urer from the iron district of Pennsylva- 
nia. 
“We could not alone keep the ratio. of the 
two metals stable. They would fluctuate 
and the gold would all be driven out of this 
country,’’ the lawyer declared. 

“The ratio did not vary appreciably in 200 
years prior to the demonetization of silver 
in 1873,"" the manufacturer answered. ‘‘There 
was no trouble about maintaining parity 
until the United States and Germany de- 
monetized ,silver. England demonetized it 
in 1816, but for fifty-seven years after that 
the two metals went along hand in hand. 
An ounce of gold never would bring more 
than sixteen ounces of silver until John 
Sherman struck the midnight assassin's 
blow at silver in 1873. 

‘And as for silver coming fn from other 
nations and driving out gold, gold eould 
not go any faster than it has been going 
the last few months, during which time 
we have bought $166,000,000 of it.’’ 

Let the Silwer Deluge Come. 

‘“T contend that we would be flooded with 
silver by the world,” exclaimed the law- 
yer. 

“In what way would this dreadful catas- 
trophe oceur?’’ inquired the Pennsylvanian, 
smiling blandly. 

‘The silver stream would just naturally 
flow over here and the gold stream would 
flow to Europe.”’ 

“Supposing what vou say would come 
true, we would get three billion dollars in 
silver for our half billion of gold. We 
would get six for cne, in which ewent I 
say with Alec Stephens, of Georgia, ‘Let

The Pennsyl- 
vanian here opened his book and read the 
language exactly asitisinthe act, ‘“‘Secre- 
tary Hamilton found by assaying the Span- 
ish milled dollar that it contained é71% 
grains of pure silver. So the unit of our 
meney was declared by congress to be 
the silver dollar containing 371% grains of 
pure silver and that never was changed 
until 1873. The gold eagle was to be of the 
value of ten silver units and the gold dollar 
of the value of one silver unit. The change 
in 1824 in the geld dollar made it a trifle 
lighter, but the silver dollar continued to 
be the unit until silver was assassinated in 
1873.”" 

“You speak of silver being assassinated. 
Why do- vou use that expression?’

More Gold Produced Than Silver. 

“What is the world’s production of gold 
a@ year?’

$105.000,000 to $iou,vuv,000 a year.” 

“And what'is the production of silver?” 

“Less than $200,000,000 annually, but from 
1850 to the present time the world has pro- 
duced $1,300,000,000 more gold than silver. 
Hence, overproductlomr is ‘not @ factor in 


the question of parity.” 


“Coin says all the gold in the world could 
be placed in a room twenty-two feet square 
and twenty-two feet high. It could all be 
placed in the Chicogo wheat pit and not 
interfere with the bulls and bears.

$200,000,000 in gold; the contracts call for it 
in gold. Do you expect her volutnarily to 
release any part of it? It has a purchasing 
power twice what a bimetallic currency 
would have. She knows it. With silver 
remonetized and gold at a premium not 
one-tenth the hardships could result that 
now afflict us. Why? First, it would 
double the value of all property. Second, 
only 4 per cent of the ‘business of the 
people of this nation is carried on with 
foreign contries, and a part of this 4 per 
cent would be transactions with silver- 
using nations, while 96 per cent of tne 
business of our people is domestic trans- 
actions—home business. Is it not better 
to legislate in the interest of 9 per cent 
of our business than the remaining 4 per 
cent. 

“The gold naar’ will give Eng- 
land the commerce and wealth of the 
world. The bimetallic standard will make 
the . United States the most prosperous 
section of the globe. . 

The Parity Bug Benr. 

“Free coinage by the United States will 
at once establish a parity between the two 
metals. France and the Latin union, with 
less population and wealth than we have, 
maintained a premium on silver for forty 
years by opening their mints to its. free 
coinage, and ata ratio of 15% to 1, while 
ours was 16 to l. If France could lift the 
commercial value of silver above that fixed 
by the other nations of the world, and at

a premium over gold, the United States 
can hold its commercial value at a par 
with gold. 

“But we alone would not have to main- 
tain it. We know that Mexico, South 
and Cenral America, the Asiatic govern- 
ments and France would be with us from 
the start.

ately support bimetallism are stronger in 
1895 than those were in 1873 that maintained 
them. Of ll those that we had then 
we would start with only the loss of Ger- 
many and Austria and a few of the lesser 
principalities.

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That Changes of the Moon Affect the 
W eatber—Observations Give Cor- 
tradictory Results.

From time immemorial an almost univer- 
gal belief has prevailed that the state of 
the weather is in some way or other con- 
trolled by the moon. Rules have been tor- 
mulated for the purpose of predicting 
changes inthe weather, both from the 
moon’s phases and the date at which they 
take place, Even so distinguished an as- 
tronomer as the late Sir William Herscheli 
is said to have prepared a series of such 
rules or precepts, which are now known as 
Herschell’s weather tables. And out of this 
comes the study of supposed lunar influence 
by farmers and gardeners in most of the 
acts of their craft. 

Inasmuch as the moon is Known to as- 
sist in producing the tides it has been in- 
ferred that it must likewise cause tides in 


the atmosphere and in this way make 
<hnanges in the weather. 


The only evidence 
of an aerial tide is afforded by the increas- 
ed pressure or weight of the air as shown 
by the barometer. anpa servations made 
in various localities/ 294 extending over 
more than half a cevitury, Show that if an 
aerial tide exists at all it is ¢xceedingly 
slight, the change ir! the height of tuo mer- 
eurial column of te barometer being icug 
than one- -thousand th of an inch, An aerias 
tidal wave due te the moon’s attraction has 
therefore practically no existence. 

Metéorological Observations have ' been 
made for more than a third of a century in 
Europe and elsewhere with the express pur- 
pose of ascertaining the number of rainy 
days in the waxing and waning moon and 
the results iM every instance have been un- 
satisfactry and contradictory, ‘Thus, in 
southern Germany it was found that during 
a period -f twenty-five years, the number of 
rainy “ays in the waxing moon (from new 
to fyll moon) was to the number in the 
way'ing moon very nearly as six to five, 
wi ile in the south of France the ratio was 
a/s hing to eleven, and nearly opposite re- 
there has 
been .gie same experience in Aleriea and 
the ‘vservations’ have proved nothing. 
Where nearly the sarne results ete obtain- 
ed in two or more different localities, they 
only indicate coincidences, not  conse- 
quences. It may, thence, be safely cortclud- 
ed that changes of the moon have no jn- 
fluence in producing rain. 

Equally worthless is the tradition that 
the crescent of the new moon when nearly 
horrizontal foretells a wet month, and 
when nearly vertical a dry month. These 
positions of the moon’s crescent must oc- 
cur every nineteen years, and are a neces- 
Sary consequence of the moon's having the 
orbit it has, the change from one form of 
the crescent to the other being very slow 
and gradual. 

Those who are willing to_accept these 
as signs do so from the 0fheidences they 
may have happened to observe, carefully 
noting the instances which have proved the 
Sign and neglecting those that do not. 

They are in fact convinced because they 
desire to be convinced of what really pos. 
sesses no foundation whatever. 

Observations made with the view of de- 
termining whether or not the moon pro- 
duces any other changes in the weather 
have given contradictory results. 
100 new moons were followed by fifty-eight 
changes of weather; 100 full moons by 
sixty-three changes, and 100 quarterings by 
sixty-four changes. This might seem to 
show that the new moon is followed by 
the fewest changes, and.this is contrary 
to what is commonly believed. In. short, 
all scientific observation goes to preve 
that the moon has no influence whatever 
over the weather. 

Practical meteorology can hardly bé 
said to have attained to the rank of 
science, however. We Know very little 
about the -causes which bring about 
changes in the weather. Until our knowl- 
edge of electricity and magnetism is vast- 
ly extended, our forecasts of the weather 
must be in the majority of cases mere 
guesses. We understand the cause of the 
trade winds; but we cannot explain the 
whirlwind in our streets, much less can 
we say a day or even an hour in advance 
when and where the next cyclone. will 
strike, Wind and rain storms follow no 
known law; they are variable and capri- 
cious, being influenced by numerous local 
causes, such as oceanic currents, mountain 
chains, deserts, large lakes, extensive 
forests, etc., to which may be added tem- 
perature, moisture and electrical ‘condi- 
tions. ‘“‘The wind bloweth where it Usteth 
and thou hearest the. sound thereof: but 
thou can’st not tell whence ft cometh or 


whither it goeth.”’ 


WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST: 


The observations made by the weather bu- 
reau last night showed the controlling feat- 
ures of the weather to be a storm of siligut 
energy over the middle and north Atlantic 
states, and an area of high pressure over 
the central portion of the country, while in 
the northwest a secondary“low’’ was in pro- 
cess of formation. The northeastern storm 
is of no violence, but its clouds extend 
southward to North Carolina and westward 
to Illinois. Within this region a few light 
rains occurred yesterday, Farther to the 
south and west the weather is mostly clear.

For more than 
a thousand years 460,000,000 of the al-, 
mond-eyed followers of -Confucivs have 
been practically shut out from the 
world, under the spell of a dead civili- 
zation.

We believe that the Chinese will ad- 
just themselves to these changed condi- 
tions. They are naturally an inteilectu- 
al people, and when they are brought in 
touch with our ideas and methods they 
will leap forward until they win a 
place in the van of nations.

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There Is Gold in White. 
From The Cleveland, Ga., Progress. 

A representative of The Progress had a 
long and interesting talk a few days ago 
with J. R. Lumsden, one of the most suc- 
cessful gold miners in the country. The 
talk brought back memories of days when 
big ‘finds’? were made in this county. 

It was in 1880 that Mr. Lumsden was 
working for gold on a branch on hig place, 
seyen miles above here. One afternoon he 
had two men at work when they discovered 
some small nuggets three feet underground, 
Mr. Lumsden had the dirt removed from a 
small place and struck a layer of gravel. 
In two hours after he had struck it he had 
taken out 900 pennyweights of the precious 
metal. He mined on the same iot for two 
months, in a space not larger than 50x10), 
and in that time took out $3,500 in nuggets. 
In one place, about 10x12, he got 1200 penny- 
weights. Two big nuggets were found on 
this lot. One weighed 31 pennyweights 
and the other weighed 307. 

Talking of big nuggets, it ‘Was about five 
years ago that John Thurmond, while at 
work on what is known as the White & Mc- 
Gee property, dug up a nugget which 
weighed 604 pennyweights. 

“There are thousands of pennyweights in 
White county yet,’’ said Mr. Lumsden, “‘and 
all that is needed is money to develop our 
gold property. Money is gtill to be made 
by placer mining, but the best gold and 
the most of it is in veins. People can brag, 
but I tell you theré is mre gold in the 
ground in White county today than in any 
nonnty in the world,”

A look into the record of marriage li- 
censes issued for the past few months may 
not be uninteresting to those who care to 
know how the prevalent “‘hard times’ aif- 
fect the matrimonial fever.

3ist, shows that fifty-two licenses have 
been issued, an increase of six over the 
same period of last year, when forty-six 
was the record.

For the 
same period last year, twenty-five were 
issued in. January, nine in February and 
twelve in March. The record for the same 
quarter of 1893 would possibly have equaled 
or excelled this, had a complete record 
been kept, but the stubs do not show the 
number for January of that year. The 
number “for February was sixteen and for 
March twenty-two, both in excess of the 
number for these two months for either 
of the two years shown.

Money the Power. 

“The money power succeeded in throw-

Some Strong Language. 

“Again, Mr. Mills, a member of the house 
from Texas, at a later date, used the fol- 
lowing strong language: 

**But in all the.wild, reckless and re- 
morseless brutalities that have marked the 
footprints of resistless power there is some 
extenuating circumstance that mitigates 
the severity of the punishment due the 
crime. Some have been the product of the 
fierce passions of war, some have come 
from the antipathy that separates races, 
some from the superstitions of opposing re- 
ligions. But the crime that is now sought 
to be perpetrated on more than _ 60,000,000 
of people comes neither from the camp of a 
conqueror, the hand of a foreigner, nor the 
altar of an idolator. But it comes from 
those in whose veins runs the blood of a 
common ancestry, who were born under 
the same skies, speak the same language, 
reared in the same institutions, and nur- 
tured in the principles of the same re=- 
ligious faith. It comes from the cold, 
phiegmatic marble heart of avarice—avarice 
that seeks to paralyze labor, increase the 
burden of debt and fill the land with desti- 
tution and suffering to gratify the lust for 
gold; avarice surrounded by every comfort 
that wealth can command, and rich enough 
to satisfy every want save that which re- 
fuses to be gatisfied without the suffoca- 
tion and strangulation of all the labor of 
the land. With a forehead that refuses to 
be ashamed, it @emands of congress an act 
that will paralyze ‘all the forces of produc- 
tion, shut out labor from all empioyment, 
increase the burden of debts and taxation, 
and send desolation and suffering to all the 
homes of the poor.’ 

“Mr. Bright, of Tennessee, said in the 
house, speaking about the act of 1873, the 
following: 

‘It was passed by fraud in the house, 
never having been printed in advance, be- 
ing a substitute for the printed bill; never 
having been read at the clerk’s desk, the 
reading having been dispensed with by an 
impression that the bill made no material 
alteration in the coinage laws; it was pass- 
ed without discussion, debate being cut off 
by operation of the previous question. It 
was passed, to my certain information, un- 
der such circumstances that the fraud 
escaped the attention of some of the most 
watchful as well as the ablest statesmen 
in congress at the time. It was passed 
near the closing days of the session, when, 
in the bustle_and precipitate rush of busi- 
ness, it was most favorable for the con- 
cealment of fraud. *** Aye, sig, it was a 
fraud that will stink in the nose of pos- 
terity, and for which some persons must 
give account in the day of retribution.’ 

“Mr. Turner, of Georgia, made, concern- 
ine the same bill in the house of representa- 
tives, the following forcible comment in the 
act in 1878: 

‘““Let us force a square issue and make 
everyone array himself either on the side 
of God or mammon—the people or the gold 
ring. The people are in no humor to be 
trifed with, and a veto would prove a bless- 
ing if it would have the - effect I believe it 
would—namely, to arouse a storm which 
would compel a complete remonctization of 
silver and the repeal of the resumption 
act.”’ 

Changed Their Opinions. 

‘Now, I will admit that for some mys- 
terious reasons fhese gentlemen have 
changed their opinions, and Mr. Watterson 
thinks that because they have, the people 
have changed. There is where he is sadly 
mistaken. The people are as solid in op- 
position to the demonetization of silver in 
the south today as they were in 1873 and in 
1878 andin1885, andthe pages of The Con- 
gressional Globe and Record will disclose 
their earnest protest against all this legislt- 
tion. 

“But as further proof about how the south 
stands on this great question, take the 
senators and the congressmen from the 
south. -Even contrary to the advice of a 
democratic presidént, the vote shows that 
three-fourths of the senators and repre- 
sentatives from the southern states have 
entered their solemn protest against the 
position assumed by Mr. Watterson. I re- 
fer any man who doubts it to the record on 
the repeal of the purchasing clause of the 
Sherman act and on the legislation looking 
to the restoration of silver for the past 
three years. 

“Now, another proof which I think will 
eonvinee any reasonable man: Take the 
state of administration in the south. Leave 
out the governor of Virignia and the gov- 
ernor of Alabama, both of whom seem to 
have no pronounced opinion upon finenclal 
matters except as they get it from Washe 
ington, and the executive of evéry state, 
with possibly one exception, is undoubtedly 
unequivocally against the position assumed 
by Mr. Watterson, and in the states the 
majority of the people of every one are 
against him. All the senators who have 
been elected from these sections in the past 
eighteen months are pronounced against 
the position he assumes. The democratic 
congressmen, with a few exceptions, are 
just as emphatic in opposition to‘it. In the 
legisiature of Georgia, out of a total vote 
of 219, only thirty-seven votes among the 
democrats could be found to endorse Mr. 
Watterson’s position in regard to this mat- 
ter, and most of them were ham-strung 
with patronage, directly or indirectly. lI 
unhesitatingly say that he cannot desig- 
nate a public man in the south, who has 
either a state or a national reputation as a 
democrat, who will endorse what he says 
about the attitude of the south on the finan- 
cial question unless he expresses his indi- 
vidual opinion as opposed to the sentiment 
of his party. If he can name any such men 
I will take it upon myself to show that 
they are actuated by personai motives or 
patronage pregsure, and not by the opinions 
of their party expressed in public platforms 
and by the men they elect. 

“IT could go on and give you incident after 
incident to prove the assertions above made, 
but it will make my interview too long for 
you and take up too much of your space. 

““As to the work of the single gold stand- 
ard, let the record of the past year anda 
half speak for itself. It justifies every pre- 
diction made by those who so bitterly an- 
tagonized it in 1878, and yet through whose 
open connivance the infamy was consum-

Several days ago The Valdosta Times 
edited by C. R. Pendleton, had an editorial 
paragraph suggesting that ‘the president of 
the senate has joined the republican club 
in Atlanta,” the comment evidently being 
based upon the reports of the formation of 
the republican club at the head of which 
was Mr. James P, Coilins, with whom Mr. 
Venable was an associate owner at that 
time in the old capitol property, the Messrs, 
Venable having recently purchasd Mr. Col- 
lins’s interest. . 

Mr. Venable very promptly replied to the 
suggestion of The Times in a very interest- 
ing card, which is published herewith. 

This week’s issue of The Times reached 
Atlanta yesterday and contains Mr. Vena- 
ble’s card, which it discusses in a column 
editorial. Mr. Venable’s currency views ev- 
idently disturbed The Times, and it an- 
nounces that instead of being a republican, 
Mr. Venable ‘‘does not stand very far from 
the populist party.’’

“Atlanta, Ga., April 7.—Mr. C. R. Pendle- 
ton, Editor. Dear Sir: It is not true that 
‘the president of the state senate has joined 
the republican club in Atlanta.’ I have 
never yet deserted a cause in which I have 
enlisted. If there ever came a time when 
brave men and true were needed to stem the 
tide of popular disfavor and guide aright 
the ship of state, almost stranded in Wash- 
ington, that time is the present hour. 
Traitors are domiciled in the house of our 
fathers and the most-deadly enemies of the 
people, their rights and liberties, are wear- 
ing golden collars and reveling at the pub- 
lic expense on excursions and fishing jaunts, 
While the masses are clamoring in vain for 
bread. To desert a cause in such jeopardy 
would be the act of an arrant coward. The 
tide in the east has setin strongly against

TO BE HELD MAY 30 


That Is the Date Fixed Upon for the 
City’s Bond Election. 


THERE WILL BE SPECIAL REGISTRATION 


And the Success of the Issue Seems As- 
sured—The Bondsto Leo! Thirty 
Years’ Standing. 


The ordinance providing for the city bond 
election was drawn up by City Attorney 
Anderson yesterday afternoon and is ready 
to be introduced at the council meeting to- 
morrow afternoon by Mr. Inman, chair- 
man of the finance committee. 

If the ordinance passes the council and 
is concurred in by the aldermanic board 
and approved by the mayor, all of which 
is more than probable, the election will 
Occur on the 30th of. May. 

The entire proceeds of the of 
bonds will be expended in completing the 
joys’ High school building and in laying 
additional Water mains in the city. 

The proposed bonds will be of thirty- 
year age and will bear an interest of 4 per 
cent per annum, the interest payable semi- 
annually, on the first days of January and 
July of each year. The principal will fall 
due on the ist day of July, 1925. 

The ordinance w2s drawn up by the city 
attorney at the request of the finance com.- 
mittee, made several days ago, and is a 
lengthy document, prescribing the for 
the election and the rules governing it as 
to registration and so forth. 

Suggested by Mr. Welch. 

The proposition to issue bonds for the 
purpose of completing the Boys’ High 
school building and laying additional water 
mains was first made by Mr. Welch, of 
the second ward, at a meeting of the 
finance committee about two months ago, 
and since the matter was first brought to 
the attention of the people it has been dis- 
cussed and warmly advocated by many of 
them until it is thought there is now a 
sufficient sentiment behind the proposition 
to make an election in favor of the bonds 
a certainty, the public having become 
aroused on the high - school and other 
needed public improvement matters. Short- 
ly after the suggestion was made by Mr. 
Welch he introduced a resolution in the 
council instructing the finance committee 
to look into the advisability of issuing the 
bonds for the purposes named, and after 
eareful and exhaustive consideration by 
the committee of able financiers presided 
over by Mr. Hugh Inman that resolutien 
was given a favorable report, resulting in 
the committee deciding to introduce an or- 
dinance authorizing: a bond election, and 
when that decision was reached the city 
attorney was at once requested to draw 
up the ordinancs. 

Mayor King Approves It. 

Mr. Inman, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee, was not in the city yesterday af- 
ternoon when the ordinance was completed 
by Judge Anderson, he being at his sum- 
mer residence near Rome, and has not yet 
seen a copy of the paper, but it wl doubt- 
less meet with his approval, having been 
carefully drawn by the city attorney with 
the purpose. in view of embodying the 
ideas of the chairmen of the finance com- 
mittee as outlined by Mr. Inman before 
his departure. 

A copy of the ordinance was 
Mayor King at his residence last 
by a Constitution reporter, fresh from the 
city attorney's typewriter, and it was cire- 
fully read by the city’s chief executive. 
Mayor King {ts a strong advocate of the 
bond proposition and shouid the ordinance 
be passed by the council and aldermante 
board tomorrow it will be approved by him 
immediately. 

What the Ordinance Is. 

The ordinance is entitled an ordinance 
to call an election to ascertain whether 
the qualified voters of the city of Atlanta 
will assent to the tssue and sale of $100,000 
in bonds of the city, to bear interest at 
the rate of 4 per cent per annum, the In- 
terest payable on the first days of January 
and July of each year, all of the principal 
to mature and be paid off at the expiration 
of thirty years from the date of the bonds, 
the principal and interest to be payable 
in gold coin of the United States of Amer- 
ica, of the present standard of weight and 
fineness, or its equivalent; to fix the date 
of the election and for giving legal notice 
of the same. Said bonds to be sold for the 
best price obtainable, whether it be at, 
above or below par, and the proceeds to 
be used only in the construction and com- 
pletion of a boys’ high school building and 
in laying additional water mains in the 
city or Atlanta. 

Demanded by the School Board. 

The preamble of the ordinance recites that 
it has been represented to the mayor and 
general council of Atlanta by the board of 
education in charge of the public school 
system of the city, that there is a pressing 
demand and urgent need for the .ompletion 
of the Boys’ High school building, which 
will cost $16,000, and that it nas been like- 
wise represented to the same body by the 
water commissioners of Atlanta that there 
is a pressing demand and urgent need for 
additional water mains, for the Vetter pre- 
servation of the public health and the bet- 
ter guarding of the property in the city 
against danger from fire, and that such ad- 
ditional water mains to be laid this yea 
will cost not less than $60,000, . 

Income Will Pay the Interest. 

Continuing the preamble recites that the 
city has not the funds in its treasury or 
availaBle from the current income for the 
vear to either lav the water mains or to

ers will assent to the issue and sale of 
$103,000 bonds of the city of Atlanta, tu-wit: 
lu) bonds in denomination of 31,000 each, to 
be dated the Ist day of July, ‘895, the yrin- 
cipal of said bonds to run thirty years, cand 
no part of said principal to mature annual- 
ly, but all of said principal to be paid off 
at the expiration of thirty years from that 
date, the principal of such bonds io bear 
interest at 4 per cent per annum, evidenced 
by coupons falling due on the Ist day cf 
January and July of each year, payabie at 
the city treasury in Atlanta or in ‘he city 
of New York, at the option of <he holder, 
the principal and interest of said bonds to 
bs payable in gold coin of tne i'nited 
States of America of the present standard 
of weight and fineness, or its »*quivalent,

The hooks cf régistra- 
tion for this purpose shall be cpened in the 
office of the tax collector of Fuiton county, 
who is constituted by the charter cf the 
city of Atlanta, registrar for the city, and 
who will act as such reg#rtrar in conformi 
ty with the registration laws of the «tate of 
Georgia, and of Fulton county, roverning 
the subject of registration in Atlanta, the 
books of registration to be kept cpen curing 
the office hours of the tax collector and reg- 
istrar daily from the 22d day of April, 185, 
until and including the 25th day wf May, 
1895. No person will be permitted to vote in 
the election Whose name does not appear on 
the books kept by the registrar, ard all 
persons qualified to vote for members of the 
general assembly of Georgia or -vho will be 
so qualified by the .c0th day of lay, 189%, 
and living in the city of Atlanta ¢re enti- 
tled to registration and the resistration 
oath will be framed accordingly, The pay- 
ment of taxes due the city, county or state 
for the year 1895 is not requisite to entitle a 
voter otherwise quilified to register jor the 
election. 

The Bonds Not Unconstitutional. 

Sections three and four provide for the 
publication of the notice describing the 
bonds and of the cpening of the books of 
registration and of the time and place of 
holding the election, and that the election 
is to be heid and determined in accordance 
With the city charter. The latter part of 
section four recites that theagebt of the 
city of Atlanta being 'ess than 7 per cent 
of the assessed value of the taxabie prop- 
erty, the issue of bonds will not be in con- 
flict with the constitution of the state of 
Gecrgia. 

Shall Not ncerease the Charter Rate. 

Section five of the ordinance ordains that 
the tax provided for to pay the interest 
and to accumulete a sinking fund for the 
payment of the principal of the bonds, shall 
not increase the tax on the taxable prop- 
erty in the city beyond the charter rate 
of 1% per cent, the charter providing that 
in appropriating the revenues arising from 
taxation a sufficient appropriation shall 
first be made for the payment of the in- 
terest on the bonded debt, and the princi- 
pal of such bonds as mature during the 
fiscal year. 

Will Fall Due in 1925. 


The sixth section crdains that the bonds 
shall bear date On the first day of July, 
if25, and shali be signed by the mayor. 
clerk of council and treasurer of city and 
countersizggqed by the comptroller, and shall 


be sold by the finance committee of the 


city. 

The seventh section ordains that those 
voting in favor of the issue of bonds shail 
have written or printed on their ballots 
the words, ‘‘For school and water bonds,” 
and those voting uvgainst the issue shall 
have written or printed on their ballots 
the words, “Against school and water 
bonds,” and that the election shall be 
conducted and the result 
declared under the same r ns 
elections: for mayor, and. council- 
men, except that two-thirds of the quali- 
fied voters of the city must vete im favor 


of the bonds to authorize heir

_ The report that there is an effort being 
made py southern roads to call off the boy- 
“cott against the Seaboard Air-Line is de- 
nicd by Comniissioner Stahlman and sever- 
al otmhcials of leading lines centering here. 
“According to their testimony there have 
been no overtures made to the Seaboard 
‘to get that road to join the Southern Rail- 

vay and Steamship Associaticn. 

They say that matters stand pretty 
much as they have always stood and em- 
phaticaliy. deny that the Southern Rail- 
Way ani Steamship Association has weak- 
ened in its effurts to keep in force the reg- 
ular schedules of rates and the standard 
and regular methods of railroading. 

“If there is anything in the reports,” 
faid Commissioner Stahlman to The Con- 
stitution last night, “i have heard noth- 
ing of it. It seems rather strange that 
such a report should have originated in 
Baltimore. There is not a single line that 
is a member of the association with. head- 
quarters in Baltimore. Why wouldn’t a 
report of that kind originate in Atlanta, 
where the effart at compromise would nec- 
essarily originate if there were any effort 
to this end, and not in Bultircre, where 
the only line interested is the Seaboara 
Air-Line.”’ 

There was something about Major Stahl- 
man’s manner which indicated that he 
thought there had been a great deal of idle 
railroad talk sent — from Baltimore lately 
giving interviews «nm the subject of the 
rate’ situation in the south, though he 
said nothing of the svu-r*. 

After reading carefully the following dis- 
patch Commissioner Stahlman said there 
was no truth in it: 

“New York, April 15.—A Tribune special 
from Baltimore says: ‘Representatives 
here of the southern lines express a desire 
to call off the boycott recently declared 
by the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association against the Seaboard Air-Line 
and thus end the rate war, which has be- 
come more threatening since the Southern 
Railway Companv asked permission to 
grant the Seaboard’s cut to Atlanta with- 
Out disturbing rates to intermediate points, 
Overtures have been made to the officials 
of the Seaboard with the view of having 
that system jcin the association. Presi- 
dent Hoffman. however, said that he was 
not contemplating going into any organi- 
zation. 

“*President Walters, of the Atlantic 
Coast Line system and also ovresident of 
the Southern States Passenger Associa- 
tiorm, is said to favor the effort to settle 
differences amicably, and other prominent 
Gflicials in the south take similar views 
of the matter. President Hoffman has 
gone to Portsmouth, Va., to confer with 
Vice President St. John and other officials 
of the Seaboard Air-Line relative to the 
Situation. It is believed the Seaboard will 
make a further cut in rates.’”’

Among the queerest birds’ eggs in the 
world are those of the tinamous, of South 
America, which are distantly related to 
our own domestic fowls. Their most strik- 
ing peculiarity is, that the shell is beauti- 
fully polished and often very brightly 
colored. One species lays an egg of a 
Geep stone color and of a polish so brilliant 
that it looks as if made artificially out of 
fine-grained rock. Other species have eggs 
that are pink, or blue, or green, in many 
different shades. 

Among .the North American birds’ eggs, 
perhaps the most curiously-marked are 
those of the flycatchers, of which the com- 
mon, gray-crested flycatcher is a represen- 
tative type. 

Their eggs have a delicate buff or cream-~ 
colored ground, varied by splashes of 
lavender and other soft,. neutral tints. 
The most remarkable point about them, 
however, is that the whole surface is 
marked with fine lines, running lengthwise 
from end to end and looking exactly as if 
they were made with pen and ink. 

The eggs of some orioles and blackbirds 
are also very strangely marked, the mark- 
ings often resembling, in a very striking 
way, Chinese characters and other gro- 
tesque figures. 

Cuckoos, of the genus crotophaga, lay 
eggs Which appear, at the first giance, to 
be of a uniform dull white, but on close 
examination it is found that this is merely 
a chalky coating over the surface. When 
the coating Is removed, which is easily 
accomplished by gentle scraping with a 
pen knife, the shell is discovered to be of 
a very deep blue. * 

In South America there is a cuékoo that 
lays a similar egg, but the chalky coat, in. 
stead of being spread uniformly over the 
surface, is arranged in the form of a net- 
work, the blue showing in the spaces be- 
tween the lines, so that the effect is as if 
the sheil were covered with a fine white 
net. As may be imagined, it is very beauti-~ 
ful. 

The egg of the California partridge and 
of its Arizona relation, the gambels part- 
ridge, is covered with a delicate pinkish 
bloom, which softens and renders more 
beautiful the bold markings on the shell: 
but the touch of a iinger destroys this 
bloom entirely, owing to the imoisture of 
the skin. A drop of water will have tne 
same effect. 

Eggs of woodpeckers and kingfishers are 
always of the purest white, and so highly 
poiished as to resemble the finest proceiain. 
Very beautiful also are the eggs of certain 
smail fiycatchers, such as the wood pee- 
wee, Which have a delicate buff or cream 
ground, exquisitely relieved by an en. 
circling band of reddish brown or lavender 
spots.

DIPHTHERIA CURED BY INOCULATION, 


A Diecovery at the Koch Ins‘itute That 
Promtses to Neutraliz) Ono of the 
Most Dreadful of Diseases.

the vast importance of bacteriological lab- | 


cratoifes in dcealing with the problems of 
municipal nealth. ‘len years ago, finding 
ubsolutely nce fucilities In this country for 
the researches he wished tv undertake, he 
went abroad and spent scveral months in 
Copenhagen, which at that time possessed 
the only bacteriological laboratory in the 
world. From Copenhagen he was recalled 
to New York in 1885 ts take charge of the 
Carnegie laboratory of pathology and bac- 
teriology, whieh was then established in 
connection with Bellevue hospital, being 
the first. laboratory of the kind opened In 
the Uuited States. So successful was Dr. 
Biggs tn his work here and in his lectures 
at Bellevue hospital os professor of pathol- 
osy thot in 189°, at ihe time of the cholera 
scare, he was called te the assistance of

the New. York board of ..ealth and asked 
by them to organize a bacteriological lab- 
ratory for the city, which he did. Owing 
to his wide reputation as a specialist In 
bacteriology he was accorded special and 
unusual facilities by Dr. Koch for study- 
ing the anti-toxine method of inoculation 
as practiced at the Berlin institute, and it 
has been my endeavor in the present arti- 
Cle to put the results of his observations in 
simple furm as far as it is possible with- 
out sacrificing accuracy of statement. 
Mow Toxine Critures Are Maae. 

In all diseases induced by bacteria, or 
germs, the harm to the human body is 
done, not by the germs themselves, but by 
certain chemical substances produced 
oy these verms in their life process- 
3. These harmful products are called tox- 
ines, and are found in the blcod of pa- 
tients, each disease of this class having its 
particular toxine The virulence of the 
germs of any diseaSe depends upon the 
quantities of these toxirfe products engen- 
aered. 

It is perfectly possible to separate the va- 
“ious toxines from the germs that produce 
them, and repeated experiments have been 
made upon animals by inoculating them 
sometimes with cultures contaming the 
original disease germs, sometimes with cul- 
tures containing ly the toxine products. 
In the bacteriviogical researches begun a 
few years ago at the Pasteur institute, in 
Paris, most of the experiments were made 
with cultures of the former kind, but it has 
been found better since then to use steril- 
‘zed cultures. containing only the various 
toxines. 

A little cons!deration will show that 
these two methods must give widely daiffer- 
ing results. Animals inoculated with any 
disease from the living germs may trans- 
mit the disease to other animals, or possi- 
bly to human beings, for they have with- 
in themselves germs capable of endless 
self-multiplication and reproduction, On 
the other hand animals inoculated with 
only the toxine, which is merely an or- 
ganic chemical product, as lifeless as mor- 
phia or strychnia, may themselves experi- 
ence ali the effects of the genulne disease, 
possibly death itsclf, and yet remain inca- 
pable of infecting other animals, for they 
are themselves free from Lving germs. 
Thus an animal inoculated with the toxine 
product of diphtheria may present the 
constitutional effects of diphtheria in Its 
most severe form without having the dis- 
eafe at all. 

Persons unfamiliar with the mysteries of 
a bacteriological laboratory may be inter- 
ested in knowing how these cultures of dis- 
ease germs are made. Take diphtheria, for 
instance. The doctor removes from the pa- 
tlent’s throat on 2 little swab some of the 
germ-tainted secretion, called the exudate, 
and introduces this into a test tube, con- 
taining a little boulllon solidified to the 
eonsistency of jelly by the addition of gela- 
tine. On warming the -test tube slightly 
the gelatine becomes liquid and {s poured 
over a glass plate, the layer being so thin, 
almost film-like, that tne various disease 
zerms are separated from each other. This 
glass plate is then placed on a piece of ice 
untill the r*auced temperature makes the 
film solid. Then it is put in a warm place 
for a few days, at the end of which time 
each germ on the plate, owing to the mar- 
velous rate of self-propagation, becomes 
the center of a colony of germs of its own 
kind, there being millions of separate 
germs in each colony, so many in fact that 
they can be detected with the naked eye, 
a little oqaque point on the glass. Many 
of these. germ colonies will be entirely dif- 
ferent in their character, for all the secre- 
tions of the body, even in a state of health, 
contain a multitude of various germs, so 
many that it is usually impossible for the 
bacteriologist to begin his experiments 
with any particular germ until he has sep- 
arated it in the manner just explained from 
the others existing along with it. 

In the present investigation the doctor 
would select on the glass plate one of the 
colonies produced by a single diphtheria 
germ, and this colony woula now be a pure 
culture—that is, would contain no other 
germs, except those of that disease. A 
fine platinum wire is then introduced into 
the pure diphtheria culture on the giass 
and a few of these germs are transferred 
to flasks of I'quid boullleon, in which furth- 
er pure cultures of diphtheria germs are 
allowed to develop, being left there at the 
temperature of the human body for about 
six weeks. At the end of that time these 
sultures will be found to contain not only 
immense numbers of the diphtheria germs, 
but a large quantity of the toxine product, 
which, with the lapse of time, has reached 
a very high degree of virulence. It is this 
toxine that tn animals or human beinzs 
would have been absorbed into the blood 
and been responsible for the havoc wrought 
by the disease. In order to separate this 
toxine from the living germs that 
produced it, the culture ig 
a higher ratio than 1,0" to 1. Where the 
blood rerum from goats has been used, how- 
ever, it has been possible to obtain an anti-

' result that has been obtained thus far at 
* the Berlin institute. 
Yuecessfal Use of Anti-Toxine on Ha- 
man Patients, 
tfaving thus learned to measure the 
the institute proceeded not without some 
apprehension, to administer the anti-tox- 
ine to diphtheria patients. Beginning with 
very small doses and watching the effects 
With the greatest care, they soon found 
thut the blocd serum containing the antl- 
toxine was absolutely inocuous to the hu- 
man body and if it did not cure the disease, 
at least it could do no harm. Having es- 
tablished this point, they proceeded to ad- 
minister by hyperdermic injections into thw 
patient's arm, lez or chest a quantity of 
the anti-toxine, the dose varying with the 

Strength of the seruin preparation. of which 
there are four or five grades. The ordinary 
amount injected at each inoculation was 
about ten cubic centimeters or two and a 
haif teaspoonfils of the ant!-toxine serum, 
which is a liquid nearly as thin as water. 
That quantity was usually administered 
twice in the first twenty-four hours and 
continued for two or three days according 
to the symptoma. 

From the very first the resuits justified 
the doctors’ highest expectations, and it 
was found that In the great mafority of 
cases the anti-toxine brought the disease 
tc a rapid and happy termination, cutting 
short its course and usually effecting a 
complete cure in a few days. From the iirst 
inceulation the angry symptors in the 
throat begin to moderate, the awelling dl- 
minishes, the fever falls, the terrible false 
membrane ceases to spread and thicken 
and the child begins to get well premature- 
ly. Statistics from the Berlin institute 
show that when this precious serum is ad- 
ministered to diphtheria patients within 
twenty-four hours of the inception of the 
disease the number of cures amounts to 
about 100 per cent. When administered on 
the second day the number cf cures alnounts 
to 97 per cent; on the third day 87 per cent; 
on the fourth day 7€ per cent. In 101 cases 
treated at the institute in the spring of 
1894 during the first three Jays of the dis- 
ease there were only six deaths and of 
these three occurred where tracheotomy 
was performed. There were in this series 
fourteen cases in ail where trachedtumy 
was performed, and of there eleven resulted 
in cures, although the average morality 
in diphtheria cases where tracheo- 
tomy is necessary, ig from 6) 
to 89 per cent. In general it may be stated 
positively that in diphtheria cases treated 
within the first thirty-six hours or perhaps 
forty-eight hours, the morality where the 
anti-lovine treatment is used miay be re- 
duced practically to zero. After this time 
the velue of the treatment diminishes pro- 
gressively, much less favorable results be- 
ing obtained In cases treated atter the 
third day. This is not to be wondered at, 
however, when one remembers the fright- 
ful rapidity of this disease, the poison hav- 
ing often done its deadly work before the 
besiuning of the fourth day. 

Similar eyperiments have been made at 
the Berlin listitute to prnveure the anti-tox- 
ine product for combutting tetanus, and 
various forms of b'ood poisoning, but re- 
sults have not yet been obtained as sat's- 
factory as in the case of diphtheria. There 
is no reason why what ifs true in one dis- 
e2se should not be equally true in another 
having a similar nature. On the contrary, 
there is every reason to believe that the 
anti-toxine treatment of diphtheria is but 
the precursor of an entire revolution in 
the treatment of such iufecticus diseases as 
typhoid fever, typhus fever, scarlet fever, 
hydrophobia and possibly smal*pox. Each 
one of these diseases has its special germ 
and its specsil toxine product, which does 
mischief in the human system, more or less 
deadiy, just as any chemical poison would 
do mischief there. lor each one of these 
toxine poisons nature provides an anti-tox- 
ine antidote if man can only find it. The 
Berlin doctors have taught their brothers 
in medicine how to find the anti-toxine 
which is a specific for diphtheria. It re 
inains for other doctcrs ts vontinue work- 
ing on the same lines until other anti-tox- 
ines, coach being a specie in other dis- 
eases, snall have been discovered. Then 
medicine will indeed be an eXact science. 

Chif among those who have perfected the 
anti-toxine treatment of diphtheria and 
whose names should be spoken with grat- 
itude throughout the world, wherever lit- 
tle children die, Is Dr. Eehring, who has 
perhaps done more than any one man to 
give the world this great discovery. Other 
doctors at the Berlin institute who have 
been working actively In the same direction 
are Brieger, Ehriich, Wasermann and Kita- 
fato, the last named being a Japanese phy- 
siclan, who has recently discovered the bi- 
cCillus of the terrible Chinese plague. Of 
course, it is impossible to gay exactly which 
one of these associates of Pr. Koch is to be 
regarded] as the real discoverer of the new 
treatment; that would be like saying whith 
one of many workinen bullt a house, From 
the germ of the idea to Its perfected appll- 
cation, were many steps covering many 
years and even today the ant!-toxine treat- 
ment is still in its infancy, with boundless 
possibilities for future extension and devel- 
opment. 

Treatment of Diptherta in the United 
States. 

At present in the United States we are 
still restricted to the old method of treat- 
ine diphtherla.The precious anti-toxine so- 
lution is not to be had for love or money, 
a small supply that was sent to this coun- 
try from Kerlin for experiment at the VWil- 
lard Parker hospital in New York, having 
been long since exhausted. The house sur- 
geon of that institution, Dr. White, who 
used the anti-toxine serum thus gent, ob- 
tained most excellent results similar to 
those recorded at the Berlin institute, but 
it is doubtful if in the whole country there 
is at the present moment enuugh of the 
diphtheria anti-toxine to save a single life, 
nor is tnere much of it in Berlin, where the 
serum has thus far been produced only ex- 
perimentally and rot for general use. 
Therefore, unless immediate action is taken 
to obtain a supply of this life-giving anti- 
toxine, the present winter will see the 
same terrible harvest of death from diph- 
theria that has occurred in the past. 

The urgent importance of prompt meas- 
ures in America to render available a sup- 
ply of the anti-toxine of diphtheria is fully 
appreciated by the officials of the New 
York board of health and an earnest effort 
is being made nuw by them to obtain an 
appropriation from the city to establish tn 
New York an institute for infectious d@is- 
eases similar to the one in Berlin. The es- 
timated cost to the city for the first year 
for such an institute would be about $39, 0090, 
which is not very much when one consid- 
ers the following carefully expressed opin- 
ion of one of the new York health officers: 

“T believe that if we could get this appro- 
priation, one thousand people will be alive 
in New York a yeur from now who would 
otherwise be dead.”’ 

While New York has to learn from Berlin 
in the establishment of an Institute for tn. 
fectious diseases with facilities for intro- 
ducing the anti-toxine treatment of diph- 
theria, there is one point in which New 
York can claim superiority to ail the cities 
of the world, and that is the system intro- 
duced by Dr. Biggs into the health depart- 
ment in May, 1823, which provides for mak- 
ing regular bacteriological examinationg in 
ail cases of suspected diphtheria, For years 
past diphtheria has been treated in Now 
York as an infectious disease, all patients 
being immediately isolated and their upart- 
ments subsecuently disinfected. This, of 
course, involved great expense to the de- 
partment and inconvenience to families 
which was all the more to be regretted as 
nearly, half the cases thus reported to the 
depurtment and treated as diphtheria turned 
out to be false diphtheria, a form of disease 
scarcely more serious than 2 severe gore 
throat and not regardel ae infectious. 

During the year 7891, Cor instunce, there 
were treated by the New York board of 
health 4,874 cases reported as diphtheria, 
of which at least onethitd and probabty 
more were not diphtheria, and might prop- 
erly nave been left to cure themséives with- 


strength of the blood serum, tbe doctors at: 


cittes, the reason being that it is exceed- 
ingly difiicult, aimost impossible, to make 
an accurate diagnosis of noe theria in its 
early stages without a bact 1 exam- 
ination, Such an examination ran only be 
treated with a solution of carbolic acid, one- 
half per cent strong, which kills the diph- 
theria germs and leaves what is known asa 
sterilized culture, in which the toxine pro- 
duct remains unch It is this steril- 
ized culture that is wsed in inoculations 
where it it desired to introduce into the 
animal only the toxine product. 

How Geats Are Immunized Against 

Diptheria. 

It had long been khown that one attack 
of diphtheria gave the patient a temporary 
immunity, this belng greater or less, against 
@ second attack. The same waé true of 
various other disease and some years ago 
the doctors in the Berlin institute began 
active experiments to determine the nature 
and extent of this immunity. Their experi- 
ments were performed upon animals, among 
those used being rabbits, guinea pigs, dogs, 
sheep, goats, ‘cows and horses. All these 
animals are susceptible to diphtheria, the 
most susceptible of all being the goat, 
which animal for this reason was singled 
out as especially suitable for the inotula- 
tions. It has been found furthermore that 
the goat possessing the highest suscepti- 
bility to the disease is also capable of ac- 
quiring the highest immunity aguinst it. 
This conclusion was not reached until scores 
of experiments had been made upon ani- 
mals varying in size from horses down to 
rabbits, and not untll a great many of 
these had been sacrificed. For example, 
during the time Dr. Biggs spent at the er- 
lin institute last summer, he saw simulta- 
neously three or four cows undergoing reg- 
ular {inoculations with the toxtfie of diph- 
therla, three or four horses, two or three 
sheep, half a dozen goats, ete., the animals 
being treated in the fc llowing manner: 

A healthy gcat having been procured, the 
inoculations are commenced by introducing 
into the animal’s flank by means of :.n ordl- 
nary hypodermic syringe 2 small quantity 
of the sterilized culture contaiving toxine, 
showing the normal degree of virulence. 
In order to determine what this normal de- 
gree is it has been necessary to establish 
what might be called a unit of virulence. A 
texine solution is said to be of the normal!) 
standard when a quantity of it equal to one- 
tenth of a cubic centimeter, about tvo 
drops, given to a guinea pig weighing 250 
grammes will kill the guinea pig in forty- 
eight hours or thereabouts. That is called 
a& standard toxine solution. At the first 
inoculation it ts usual to inject into the 
goat about one-fiftieth of a cubic centime- 
ter of the toxine solution, with that smal! 
quantity there being no danger of ‘death. 
This incculation ts followed by vurlous loca’ 
and general symptoms, such as inflamma- 
tion, swelling, pain, tenderness of the flink 
and fever. The intensity of these symptoms 
varies with the amount of the dose, the ani- 
mal suffering for several days, after which 
all trouble disappears and the norma! condi 
tion is re-established. The goat has now 
experienced results such as would have fol- 
lowed a mild form of diphtheria and in con- 
sequence has acquired a measure of immu- 
nity against the disease. Therefore, when 
the time comes for a second inoculation af 
ter the lapse of a few ays, it js possible 
to inject into the animal a larger quantity 
of the toxine solution without causing any 
more serious disturbance than in the first 
instance. Again the same symptoms ap- 
pear, followed after an equal period by com. 
plete restoration of health. 

Then a third inoculation is performed 
with a etill larger quantity of toxine and sv 
on for weeks and months, the quantity 
introduced being increased with each inoc- 
ulation, the constant effort being to admin- 
ister to the animal just as much of the 
toxine solution as it can receive without 
dying. In other words, the goat is brought 
at intervals during the long period of treat- 
ment just as near the death point as possi- 
ble without reaching it. As there is al- 
ways some doubt as to exactly the quantity 
of toxine that will produce death, :t hap- 
pens repeatedly that tuo large a quantity 
ig given and the animal dies. In fact, thus 
far in their experiments, the doctors at the 
Berlin institute have found that they are 
obliged to sacrifice the lives of several gcats, 
sheep, cows or horses for every one they 
succeed in bringing to the highest point of 
immunity, called the point of maximum 
tolerance. At least six months is the time 
and sometimes a year is required to bring 
a goat to this point, the doses injected to- 
ward the last being two or three hundred 
times as large as those first administered. 
The Theory of Anti-Toxine Inocula- 

tions. 

It was in finding a logical and strictly 
scientific explanation for this increasing 
immunity against the toxine poison that 
the Berlin doctors made their great discov- 
ery, in fact, found what is the basis of the 
whole anti-toxine theory. Their experi- 
ments prove beyond controversy that dur- 
ing the months of inoculations there is 
gradually formed inthe blood of a goat 
thus immunized, a certain chemical pro- 
duct which acts as an antidote against the 
toxty.e intrduced into the animal’s body and 
allows it to live—not thrive—although there 
has been injected into its blond cnouch of 
this toxine to kill half a dozen ordinary 
goats. This antidote to the tuxine product 
undoubtedly exists in animals immunized 
against diphtheria and bacteriologists are 
confident that they find similar antidotes 
in the cases of’ other infections discases, 
when they shall have immunized animals 
against them. These antidotes to the tox- 
ine products are called the anti-toxine pro- 
ducts and are found in the serum of the 
Llood, their strength increasing with the 
amount of the toxine sclution that has been 
injected into the animal. 

In order that the doctors may know dur- 
ing the period of the trnoculations how high 
a degree of immunity has been reached by 
the goat, cow or mare under treatment, 
they resort to a regular series of tests of 
the animal’s milk, females being generally 
used in these experiments. It has been dis- 
covered that in animals under inoculation 
the milk contains a quantity of the anti tox- 
ine product that bears a constant ratio to 
the quantity in the animal's blood, this ratio 
being about one to twenty. In other words 
the blood of a female goat in process. of 
immunization will always contain about 
twenty times as much of the anti-t>oxine 
product as the milk does. Accordingly at 
any time during the inoculations it is only 
necessary to make a simple experiment 
upon a guinea pig of normal weight, with 
the milk containing the anti-toxine, in 
crder to determine with considerable pre- 
cision the anti-toxine or curative value of 
the animal’s blood. These experiments, 
which will be presently exp'ained, show in 
the milk with each succeeding week and 
month an increasing measure of curative 
power, which ftncrease is maintained until 
the animal is brought to the point of maxi- 
mum tolerance, that is, a point beyond 
which it is found impossible to add to the 
curative value of the milk and hence of 
the blood. When this point is reached the 
doctors draw off as large a quantity of the 
roat’s blood as the goat can afford to lose 
at one time, perhaps a pint or a quar‘. 
Then they carefully separate the red crpus- 
cles of the blood from the amber colored 
serum, which contains the precious anti- 
toxine, and this having been treated with 
chicroform water is preserved in siltle vials 
for the purpote. This blood serum with its 
anti-toxine product ts the basis of the prac- 
tical treatment of diphtheria in human be- 
ings by the new method. 

How the Strength of the Anti-loxino 
Is Tested. 

A quantity of biosd serum, of which one- 
tenth of a cubic centimeter is sufficient to 
neutralize cne cubic centimeter of the 
standard toxine solution, is called a normal 


anti-toxine unit. Thus each anti-toxine unit: 


neutralizes ten toxine units. This is the 
measure estwblished for dosage in the treat- 
nt. 
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then inject the regulation dose of this mix- 
ture into a guinea pig ©f standard weight: 
and if the little animal dies they know that 
the anti-toxine serum was not as powerfcl 
as they supposed. Usually, however, when 
the goat seru:n is used In a mixture even 
as strong as 600 to 1, the guifean ply expe- 
riences not the slightest inconvenience fron 
such an fnoculation, thus shuwing that the 
poison of diphtheria has bcen neutrailzed. 
Having found that the guinea pig will sur- 
vive an injenction of the mixture at £00 tw 
1 the ratio is increased to 700 to 1, 1,000 to 
1, 1,20) to 1 and so on until the guinea pig 
dies, which potnt is taken as showing the 
limit of the anti-tovine’s power to coun- 
teract the toxine sofution. In experiments 
upon horses, cows and sheep the anti-toxine 
product has been vbtained showing various 
degrees of efficiency. but in ne c1ase reaching 
inade by an expert with all the facilities of 
a bacteriological laboratery. When such an 
examination is made, however.there is ng 
longer any possibility of -rror tn the diagno- 
sis, the microscope showing im cases of 
true d'phtheria the formidable Kleps-Loeffes 
baccilli, which look. like little rods, while 
in cases of pseudo-diphtheria only the 
strepto-cocci are found, looking very much 
like strings of beads. 

New York’s Admirable Syatem. 

It was determined accordingly early in 
1893, by the New Yori hoard of health, that 
they would assist the physicians of the citv 
in diagnosticating all cases of diphtheria 
by making, free of charge, bacteriological 
oxaminations in all cases reported. To make 
this possible about forty stations were es- 
tablished in various parts of the efty, us- 
ually in drug stores, at each one of which 
doctors were furnished with boxes contain- 
ing a “culture outfit” and various blanks 
for filling in the necessary tnformation. 
This system has been found to work admi- 
rably and is both more scientific and eco- 
nomical than any previously devised. Ags 
scon as a doctor in’New York meets with 
a case which he suspects to be diphtheria, 
he visits one of the stations, procures the 
little box containing the culture outfit, and 
with this visits his paticnt. In the box is 
a little swab, upon which he removes from 
the throat a portion of the erudate, which 
he then inserts in a tube plugged with cot- 
ton and containing «@ little blood serum, 
in which the culture is propogated. Then 
he immediately sends the culture outfit back 
to the station, and this, with all the others: 
in the city, is taken to the bacteriological 
laboratory that same 4ay for microscopfe 
examination, All the culture boxes are col-' 
lected once every twenty-four hours and 
the written report of the bacteriologist is 
returned within the twelve or twenty-four 
hours succeeding. Thus the cases of true, 
maid false diphtheria are easily separated) 
and an immense amount of worry, trouble 
anu expense is saved. 

Another advantage of this system and one 
conterring even greater benefits upon the 
community is that it allows phvsicians to 
be absvulultely sure when diphtheria patients’ 
have ceased to be cepable of infecting oth- 
ers with the disease. Bacteriological exam- 
inations of the exudates from the throat 
are continued at intervals, even after appa-, 
rent recovery, until the complete disappear- 
ance of the diphtheria germs has been es-'. 
tablished. It has become known in conse- 
quence of these examinations that newly 
recovered diphtheria patients are frequent- 
iy a2 grave danger in the community from 
the fact that they carry with them for days, 
sometimes for weeks, the deadly cerms of 
nfestion. In 4% cases examined by Dr. 
Biggs and his assistants at the bacteriologi- 
cal laboratory, 245 showed a disappearance 
of the Kloebs-Loeffler bacilli from the 
throat within tl ree days of recovery. In 13 
cases the becilli persisted after recovery for 
seven days, in thirty-four cases for twelve 
Jays, in sixteen cases for fifteen days, in 
four cases for three weeks and in three 
cases for five weeks. Any one of these re 
covered patients might, during these pert- 
ods, have infected others with diphtheria 
the fact being that the days and weeks sue- 
ceeding an apparenily perfect cure are of 
most critica! importance from the health of- 
ficer’s standpoint. 

Speaking with Dr. Riges last summer on 
these measures taken in New York against 
the disease, Dr. Robert Koch expressed 
himself enthusiastically, saying: “Yes put 
us to shame in this work. I do not think 
the ministerium will give us the aprropria- 
ticn required for similar work here, but I 
shall submit to them the circulars on this 
subject issued by the New York health de- 


partment,”

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A Deflant ‘Darky Creates Excitement 
Among the Prisoners at the Jail. 


——GHAINED TO THE FLOOROF HIS CELL 


Swore tv Kill the Jailer When He Was 
Released from Confinement—He Is 
a Dangerous Character. 


Armed with a sharp piece of steel, cut 
from the bottom of his shoe, and swearing 
to kill the first man that placed his hands 
on him, Bud Jackson, an ugly-tempered 
negro, caused great excitement among the 
prisoners in Fulton county jail yesterday 


afternoon. 

For a time he defied the jailer, but a 
heavy blow from one of the men sent him 
to the floor, when he was overpowered 
and dragged to a dungeon. There he was 
still obstreperous and his conduct was such 
that Jailer Mardis was forced to take him 
out again and with heavy chains bind him 
to the floor. 

Some months ago the negro in a mad 
mood ran down one of his race with an ax, 

and but for prompt interference would have 

killed him. He was committed for assault 
with intent to murder and since then has 
been confined in Fulton county jail, where 
he has gained the reputation of being the 
most desperate prisoner taken in charge 
by the county authorities recently. 

He is tall, of muscular physique and has 
a sinister, devilish expression that tells 
his vicious nature. Jackson was leader 
among a squad that tried to tear up the 
dqungeon Thursday nignt. Three of the 
prisoners, because of continued disorder, 
were placed by Jailer Mardis down in the 
cellar. This dungeon is in the bottom of 
the stone building and is dug out under the 
earth, opening into the cellar, one side of 
which is built up with stone. It was late 
Thursday night whem the men with an 
old broom stick succeeded in pushing away 
one of the granite blocks just above the 
door. It was not done with any intention 
to escape, as there was no possible means 
of egress except through the place where 
the guards were stationed. The stone was 
pushed in such a position that it threaten- 
ed to fall at any time, and, seeing the dan- 
ger, the megroes gavé the alarm. Jailer 
Mardis came and put the men in another 
cell. 

Since then Jackson has shown disorder 
on ali occasions and any attempt to quell 
him seemed without avail. Yesterday af- 
ternoon he got a bucket of water and 
amused himself by pMching it on the other 
prisoners. He was told to stop, but he 
turned with a curse and dashed the whole 
bucketful out. He was told that his con- 
duct meant ine dungeon for him. Jackson 
ran back to his cell and grabbed a piece 
of steel which he had taken from the bot- 
tom of his brogan shoe. He placed his 
back to the wall and defied any one to 
touch him. 

“Come on, all of you. The first man that 
puts a finger on me I'll put this in his neck 
as deep as I can. I'll do it or die.”’ 

There was great confusion among the 
other prisoners, but Jailer Mardis with his 
assistant, Pollock, got hold of the man 
and threw him to the floor. After a strug- 
gle he was placed in the dungeon, but he 
continued to curse loudly and beat upon 
the walls. It was necessary to take him 
up stairs, where a long chain was obtained. 
Jackson was carried back to his cell still 
struggling and the chain bound to the bars 
of his cage. The other end was wrapped 
about his hands and feet so that it was 
impossible for him to move any distance. 

He was kept in this position until late 
last night, when he gave promise of good 
behavior in the future. Jackson has given 
the jailers much trouble, and it is very 
often necessary to use force with him. 

When he was bound to the floor he swore 
that he would kill both the jailers the 
moment he finished his sentence, whatever 
that might be. 

“T’ll kill you all. You all’s got the best 
of me in here, but I’m comin’ out of here 
some day, and the first time I meet you 
on the street I'll kill you.”’ 

In this way the negro continued to swear 
that he would shoot the jailer and his 
guards.

A OITY OF THE DBAD 


Southview, the Last Resting Place of the 
Colored People of Atlanta. 


A VISIT TO A PICTURESQUE CEMETERY 


The Grounds Are About Four Miles South 
of the City—Graves That Are 
Uniquely Decorated. 


The places of the dead are sheltered by 
a silence that is profound and impressive. 
It seems to hold the very atmosphere under 
a spell and to exercise a strange, hypnotic 
power upon sound. Even the noises that 
will sometimes break upon the stillness of 
the cemetery with the invasion of man 
seem muffled and subdued, 

This is true of graveyards generally, but 
there is one a few miles from Atlanta that 
seems to me to be the very dweliing place 
of silence. It is the Southview cemetery, 
where two-thirds of the dead of the colored 
race of this city are buried, 

The cemetery is a spot as picturesque as 
can be found in a week's journey. It lies 
about four miles south of the city on the 
public road leading to Jonesboro, and cov- 
ers a wide, uneven area that was used for- 
merly for the purpose of agriculture, The 
topography of tha enclosure is not such as 
to commend it for cemetery purposes, It is 
hilly and rough, It is shut in on all sides, 
save the east side, by forests. 

I drove out to Southview the other day 
and was struck with the loneliness of the

place and its surroundings. 
passed two small funera] processions, 
consisting of a hack, a ramshackle bugsy 
and a double-seated vehicie, carrying the 
remains, The other was more pretentious, 
end five hacks and carriages made it up. 
They drove out quietly. When they reach- 
ed the entrance the foremost vehicle halted. 
The driver, a young negro man, got down 


and mounting a ladder which was leaning 


against a heavy pole set firmly in the 
ground, he caught hold of the lever of the 
big yellow beil perched at the top, and 
sounded a few dosleful notes. 

The sad sound of the bell echoed over 
the cemetery, the man descended to the 
ground, and resuming his place, the funer- 
al procession continued its journey a!ong 
the rough roadway over the hill to where 
a heap of fresh earth indicated the place 
of their destination. 

I had been told that I would see much of 
curious interest in the way of odd inscrip- 
tions scattered about the cemetery. 1 
found this only partially true; the inscrip- 
tions were conventional to a degree, far 
exceecing that which I had been led to be- 
lieve that I would find. Here ans there a 
quaint, original inscription adorned a tomb- 
stone. but oftener the lines that marked the 
headstones were modeled after those we 
find in our own cemeteries, so far as 
style goes. 

What struck me most was not this pecu- 
liarity of tombstcene composition, but the 
sad neglect and lack of care that was evi- 
denced in many parts of the cemetery, 

The cemetery is a big one, It is dotted 
all over with graves. One section, the 
southeastern section, is covered with plain 
headstones, thicker than a soldiers’ ceme- 
tery. There are about four acres of graves 
as close together as they can be put. The 
other parts of the cemetery are less thicxly 
tenanted. A number of handsome lots are 
well cared for, and are marked by beautiful 
marble monuments and headstones. Oth- 
erg are hardly so pretentious, but show evi- 
dences of the care of loving hands. 

But the condition of a large section of 
the cemetery gives conclusive proof that 
some of the dead resting in Southview have 
been forgotten. I saw not a few yzraves sad- 
ly sunken down, their headstones gone and 
weeds and grasg growing around them. 
From many the headstones of wood had 
decayed and fallen, and just the bare sem- 
blance of a grave remained, The sad sto- 
ry of dead and forgotten is told by the 
desolate waste that characterizes parts 
of the burying grounds. In many cases the 
sad story of forgotten dead is emphasized 
by the wire skeleton of what was a floral 
cross and which was placed on the grave 
when the inmate was laid to rest. One 
looking upon it now can in imagination 
go back to the burial scene. The black 
faces of the mourners are brought to mind 
standing around the open grave. Some one 
of them holds a wreath or cross of flowers 
in her hand and when the fresh mound is 
made it is laid tenderly and with tears upon 
it. Tho fresh grave, with its top piece of 
fiowers, looks for all the world like the 
resting place of some one whose death was 
sincerely mourned, 

Days pass, and the scene which any 
visitor to the cemetery can see is presented 
The flowers have dropped away, and the 
bare wire skeleton alone remains. The 
grave has sunken in. Rains have washed 
and flattened the mound and waste has ac- 
cumulated around it. There are many such. 
There is more than one section of the 
cemetery that seems entirely witHout the 
care of a sexton. The dead are laid in 
the grave ard their graves are neglected 
and ,allowed to become mere monuments 
to a race’s forgetfulness. 

This is the phase of-Atlanta’s most popu- 
lous colored cemetery that most impresses 
the visitor. As I have said, many parts of 
the cemetery are well kept, regularly 
swept. The decent order in which they 
are kept is in strong and painful contrast 
to the decay and general dilapidation in 
the other portions of the grounds. For 


Instance the sections of the cemetery near- 


est the entrance are in very good condition 
and look well, but a large plat a few yards 
further on looks az if it were the site of a 
forgotten and deserted cemetery. It is 
thickly marked with wooden headstones, 
many of which have decayed at the bottom 
and fallen over, and field grass has grown 
up all around. Many of the headstones 
are hidden in the profuse growth of grass, 
and in some places it is almost impossible 
to distinguish the outlines of the graves. 
A person who has that reverence for the 
dead which makes him feel that it ti . 
desecration to wa'k over the places of :“s 
dead, finds it difficult to satisfy his con-

inatriptiss in black rattan: The inscrip- | 


tion states that the board was erected to 
the memory of Joe. Smith in 1890 by the 
“Atlanta Baseball Blues.”” It goes on to 
say that he was a loyal friend and ever 
true to his club. Faith in the better world 
is evidenced by the closing line in which 
the club expresses the hope that it will ioin 
him in the bright hereafter. It is signed 
by the members of the club in their regular 
order, the president’s name heading the 
list. 

Nearby this is a grave, evidently of a 
young negro woman. Though it was made 
years ago it has not been neglected. Signs 
of care are shown and it is plain that some 
one visits it regularly. On a neat tomb- 
stone this solemn injunction is laid upon 
the dead: ‘“‘Sleep, Sarah Ann, upon your 
mother’s lot until the resurrection day.” 

It seems to me from a casual look through 
the cemetery that the location of a dead 
person's grave in: this cemetery is deter- 
mined by the age of the corpse.

one place, the half grown up ones in an- 
other and the infants and children in still 
another. I was very much struck with some 
of the graves in the-infant section On one 
was a complete set of toys, A toy train 
was stretched lengthwise on top, a rattler, 
a small wagon and a dummy soldier were 
among the other articles. On another short 
grave just a few feet away a rag doll and 
a lot of doll playthings were placed. Many 
of the graves were thus decorated. 

The most unique decoration I noticed in 
the entire cemetery was a white sirup 
pitcher. It had the appearance of white 
marble, and placed right in the center of the 
top of the grave it made an effective orna- 
ment, Others were decorated with different 
articles of cutlery. 

Few Atlanta people have ever availed 
themselves of the opportunity of driving out 
to this suburban city of the dead. I don't 
wish to lead the people into grewsome 
places, but I would suggest that they might 
be interested by a trip through the ceme- 
tery in which most of the negroes who die 
in Atlanta.are placed at rest. It has been 
said that one-half the world doesn’t Know 
how the other half lives. Three-fourths 
of Atlanta not know how or where 
Atlanta negroes are placed after death.

It was Friday morning, August 9, 1894, 
that four college students were assembled 
in the doctor’s cabin on the ill-fated steam- 
er Meander, preparatory to undertaking 
@ very serious mission. The Meander was 
riding ‘at anchor in the little rock-bound 
harbor of Sukkertoppen, Greenland, with a 
large hole torn in her bottom, 

We had started from the states a month 


. Since, fully fifty strong, each one riding his | 


' Own hobby, and all bent ‘on the common 
‘purpose of beholding the wonders of the 
north, Fair weather and fog alternating 
followed us until we reached the Labrador 
coast, where we met with our first acci- 
dent. Passing through the straits of Bell 
Isie in a thick fog we ran straight into an 
iceberg, tearing a large hole in our bow, 
above the water line, This, I myst confess, 
cooled our ardor somewhat, but witA yan- 
kee persistency we retraced our course over 
300 miles, repaired the damage and started 
again, this time running up the 52d merid- 
ian. And at jast, after seven days of fog 
and floe ice we*made the little town of 
Sukkertoppen. But here we met with our 
second and more serious mishap. We were 
gust leaving the town on our way north,

when, at the mouth of the harbor, with a 
big sea running, we came down three times 
on a submerged rock, damaging the hull 
of our vessel to such an extent that we put 
back to port immediately and, upon inves- 
tigation, found that the plates were torn 
off under the ballast ‘ank, that this com- 
partment was filled with water, end that 
the hold was leaking at the rate of an 
inct an hour. 

“Boys,” said the doctcr, “you prebably 
rave already guessed what I called you 
down here for. We must make those fish- 
ing sehooners up there off Holstenborg at 
any cost, fer, to speak candidly, we ure in 
@ very serious position. If this party has 
to stay in this country all winter there will 
be a famine among the natives. They have 
@ hard enough time as it is to keep body 
and soul together. Now, the last ship has 
sailed for Denmark and the captain says 

» it is not safe for the Meander to cross Da- 

. Vif straits unaccompanied by another ves- 
eel. So our only hope lies in those schoon- 
ers fishing off the coast some 150 mi! >s.north 
of here. I have picked out you four inen 
to make the trip. I-shall go with you, You 
must expect.to do some hard work, and !f 
we are not fortunats enough to get a fair 
wind, we must row the whole distance, 
Wil you go?’ 

Every man of us said, ‘‘Yes.”” In fact, ag 
Maynard and I passed up the companion- 
Way together we congratulated ourselves 
on getting the chance. 

The Beginning of a Hard Voyazge. 

We had secured from the governor cf the 
town an open boat about twenty-one Zeet 
long. built on the whaleboat pattern, and 
as we afterwards found cut, it was the 
best kind of a boat we could have used for 
the purpose to which it was put. 

Five small, dirty Esquimaux cunstituted 
our crew. They were revolting cceatures, 
and there always was a smell ubout them 
that reminded you at once of bad grease- 
and untanned hides. But we hadn’t been with 
them five hours before we found out how 
necessary they were to our comfort and 
safety. ' 

The skipper of our craft, Jacob Milson, 
was a half-breed with big bushy whiskers 
@nd one eye, at least the other was so far 
gone you would hardly want to call it an 
eye. And to complete our equipment and 
to secure a great degree of safety we 
mustered into service a full-fledged “‘kay- 
aker” and his skin boat. Of him I will 
epeak more at length later. 

To get out of the harbor we went due 
south and as we left the side of the 
steamer three ringing cheers were given 
us and the “relief party’’ was fairly started 
on its perilous journey. 

We had the wind dead against us at 
first and until we made the mouth of the 
harbor, some two miles. the oars were put 
into use. But on turning the headland our 
course lay nearly north and with both 
satis set we were soon bowling along at a 
good seven knots. 

I got into my oilskins at the very first 
opportunity and was followed by the 
others, for the waves would break and fly 
over us in spite of Jacob’s fine seamanship. 
The boat set so low down in the water, 
weighted down as she was with tents, 
begs, provisions and ten men, that we. 
could not prevent some water coming in. 

We passed on between the islands, keep- 
ing a sharp lookout for sunken reefs, 

ich we found to be almost as thick as 
the islands themselves. Kin of Sal tower- 
ed up out of the water like an enormous 
e6ugar loaf; in fact, it was this similarity 
which led the Danes to adopt the name 
~ sc Sukkertoppen, the Danish for sugar 


Leaving this on our port quarter we 
rounded Sermersut island and were soon 
crossing tHe mouth of our first fjord, a 
view suddenly breaking upon us that in 
ruggedness and savage grandeur went far 
ahead of anything I had ever scen or heard 

* of. Nothing but hard, cold rocks, spring- 
ing up from the water’s edge to a height of 
4.000 or 5,000 feet. At these heights they 
Were capped with snow and far back up 
the fjord some thirty miles could be seen 
the “shimmer” of the island ice, through 
the clear 4tmosphere. Far out at sea was 

* a single white spot. It was an iceberg 
and the only one in sight. Not a sign of a 
tree or brush to be seen anywhere, much 
less evidence of ‘life. 

“I'd hate to be cast on one of those 
Fg here with no way of letting our 

‘know about it,"’ I said to the doctor. 

Now what would we do if such a thing 
happen?” “Do?” said he, “you see 

that kayaker there behind us? That’s-jus¢ 
bran et got nO te for, to take the 

2 oe anything should hap- 

yen oon bree And it’s an uncomfortable 
thing to say, but the chances are that 
we'll be fortunate ff we make this distance 
along an unknown coast without running 
on one of those sunken ledges which are 
as thick as flies on fly paper. And it's all 
Bo vad worse in this sort of half-night, halt- 
The kayaker was doing his utmost to 

_ keep up with us and at the same time 
adil ey | position in his frail boat,

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low at times, but at every wave he would 
Shoot forward and with his double paddle 
Steady himself for the next one. 

As midnight approached there was only 
an appreciable change in the intensity of 
the light. 

“I wonder how far that town Kangamint 
is from here?’ said the doctor. ‘“‘Cumming, 
tell Jaceb we must make it before we 
Stop.”’ 

Strack by Squalls. 

But Cumming didn’t ask him, for Jacob 
was jabbering something to the Esquimaux 
Who were rapidly lowering the sails. 
Then the squall struck us and with such a 
force as to keel the boat over until she 
began to fill. Then came another gust and 
Still another, carrying with them the tops 
of the waves. Old Jacob was on the alert, 
however, and his good eye saw the squalls 
coming and warned the ‘huskies’ some- 
time before they reached us. 

Finally we got across the fjord and reach- 
ed the friendly lea of the islands once more. 
The Esquimaux wanted to go into camp, 
but the doctor would have none of it. So on 
we went, and at last reached the little set- 
tlement of Kangamint, about 2 o’clock in 
the morning. 

Scarcely had we landed when a most un- 
earthly lot of howls went echoing into the 
morning air, which soon brought the in- 
habitants out in full force. The governor, 
or rather head trader in this small town, 
on hearing our story offered us the loft of 
the little mission church to sleep in, a fa- 
vor which we were not slow in accepting. 
And we turned in with the satisfaction of 
knowing that we were forty miles nearer 
our destination. 

We awoke the next morning to find the 
wind blowing a_gale outside, accompanied 
with a sleety rain, and we dared not go on. 
The wind moderating, we started on again, 
however, the second morning, which hap- 
pened to be on Sunday. The church service 
Was postponed and the whole population 
came dow nthe shore to bid us bon voy- 
ace. 

We were still favored with a fair wind 
and by nightfall or rather 11 o’clock (for 
Across the Largest Fiord in the World 
in these latitudes and at this time of year 
there is no night but only a sort of semi- 
twilight) we pitched our tent on a small 
island just north of Stormfjord (the larg- 
est fjord in the world), with forty-five 
miles to our credit. At the mouth of this 
immense arm of the sea was a large island 
and old Jacob persisted in sailing inside 
of it, much to our disgust, for it was by fir 
the longer way. But on rounding the 
northern part we saw the reason for this 
Qut-of-the-way course. There against the 
rocks, just above the water’s edge, 
hundreds of sea gulls. The rocks were 
fairly white with them. It was, in fact, a 
“luminary.’’ The Esquimau, after respect- 
fully requesting us to land, and scorning 
the offer. we made of our guns, rowed 
underneath the ledge and with a defi 
movement of the oar brought it flat end 
down upon the backs of a number of the 
birds, killing half a dozen of them. They 
soon thad the bottom of the boat full cof 
them and these, with the blubber stowed 
away under the forward bunker, would 
last them till we reached Holstenborg. 

And, by the way, it was a pleasing sight 
to see those men eat bluidber. One of them 
would take a slice of the black, greasy 
stuff in his hand, fill his mouth with as 
much of it as he could jam and cut the 
rest off near his teeth with a knife, pass- 
ing on what was left to the next man. 
And they ate it with as much relish as we 
would a hot sirloin steak. 

“Camp Raven,” the name we gave this 
place, on account of two ravens which 
croaked over our tent all night, was broken 


at 9 o’clock a. m., and such a gale a 


were |, 
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but 9 we knew what was Asters us aid ee 
buckled down to it in @arnest, taking turns 
at the oars at regular intervals with the 
Esquimaux, even making the kayaker do his 
share of the work. And at 8 o’clock that 
night, with a record of sixty miles for the 
day, we rowed into the snug harbor at 
Holstenborg. Three reports from our guns 
were returned by a Similar number from a 
small cannon somewhere among the in- 
spector’s buildings, and the Danish flag 
was run up the flagstaff. 

Greeted as usual with open-armed hos- 
pitality, we as usual asked the ever-burn- 
ing question about fishing schooners. In- 
agine our joy to hear the governor reply 
in good English: ‘Yes, sir, a schooner left 
here early this morning for the banks some 
twenty miles out. and there are four others 
out there somewhere. Come up and have 
coffee.’’ 

Yes, good news, indeed, and yet bad news, 
for how could we get at them. It would 
hardly. be safe to trust our small boat so 
far out at sea and in such waters. But I 
don’t imagine anybody troubled his. head 
much about this question that night. The 
governor gave us a room where there were 
actually beds with eider down mattresses 
and gauilts, and to be suddenly transported 
from a bed of rock to one of this kind 
was enough to make @ man forget any- 
thing. 

Il was awakened by the doctor about 10 
o’clock the next day with these words: “I 
want you, Tomson and Water3 to go witha 
telescope to the top of that mountain across 
the harbor and look four those schooners. 
If you see a sail tuke its bearing and return 
at once. 

We were off in a few minutes and had 
searcely begun the ascent when Waters 
exclaimed: “Is that-a berg vr a sail off 
there?’ The telescope was brought to bear 
on the object and revealed its true nature, 
It was a schooner, putting, we thought, 
into Ltivdlek. 

Welcome Fellow-Countrymen from 
Gloucester. 
an hour the doctor was 
nformed of it «nd he dispatcked a kay- 
aker with a letter stating our distress 
and asking assistance te intercept the ves- 
sel : 

Then we waited. Finaily, about 8 o'clock 
there was a corrmotion down at the wharf 
and cone or two. small natives came tearing 
up Lune path sputtering off something which 
we could not make out, but it soon became 
plain to us. -For there, coming up the nil, 
swfheing from side to side, and clad in their 
sou-westers and oilskins, were as typical 
Gloucester fishermen as you shat care to 
meet. And, oh, what a cheer went up @s 
we greeted them. 

They proved to be from the schooner Re- 
gal, six months out from Gloucester and 
just over from Iceland, where they had. 
been fisning for halibut. One of our Kaya- 
kers had intercepted them coming into 
Nespisat and the skipper and three of his 
crew had come on 1n one of their dories 
posthaste. 

Our case was laid 
words, and we waited, 
strung to the uimost, for their answer. 
Then the skipper, noble fellow that he was, 
stepped forward from the rest of his men, 

“Gentlemen,’’ he said, and his voice shook 
a little as he spoke. “I know well enough 
that there wouldn't be salvage in this thing 
for me, for it wouldn't be the steamer I'd 
be taking back to civilization, but you, and 
my first prudence would tell meto go back 
to my fishing trip, which has practically 
just begun, and let you shift for yourselves, 
But, men, although lowly, . am human, 
and for common humanity’s sake I will 
take you back to your homes and spare you 
the perils and privations of an arctic win- 
ter. Tomorrow morning I will be waiting 
at the mouth of the harbor in the offing to 
take you to your party at SukkKertoppen.” 

All that came after was a comparatively 
simple matter. After weathering out an- 
other storm -coming down the coast, we.

.reached our anxious friends on the steamer, 
‘amid a storm of cheers and surrounded by 


the whole townspeople in their skin boats, 
The party was transported to the schooner, 
which was taken in tow by the disabled

blowing at the time from the ice cap that 
we started under bare poles. Later we 
tried a dowble reefed foresail, but the 
wind was too strong, and we began ship- 
ping so much water that the doctor gave 
directions to put into shore as quickly as 
possible. And it was a good thing we did 
so, for the wind was increasing every mo- 
ment and the black, omnious looking clouds 
coming up over the mountains gave indl- 
cations of a coming storm. AS we were 
mearing the rocky shore an incident oc- 
curred which almost resulted in disaster. 
The rudder, in some way, got loose from 
the bot, which .n turn became unmanage- 
able and was borne rapidly towards the 
mass of scething foam dashing against 
the rocks. Three or four of us jumped 
for the oars and got the boat under con- 


trol just in time to clear a projecting head- 


band and,reach a place of shelter. 
Tenting on the Bare Rocks, 


We pitched the tent upon the bare rocks, 
fastening down the guy ‘ropes and sides of 
the tent with stones, and after bringing 
up our sleeping bags, oil stoves and provis- 
ions, turned in to get as much sleep as pos- 
sible before going on. 

But although we stayed there two days 
we got but very little sleep, The storm 
broke on us while we were bringing our 
effects up from the boat, and continued 
with terrific force for two nights and two 
days, The wind rushed down off the ice 
cap thick with rain and sleet, daring us to 
come out. 

Finally at midnight on the morning of the 
third day there were evident signs of clear- 
ing in the southeast and we made prepara- 
tions to break camp. This was accomplish- 
ed and at 2 o’clock in the morning, after 
bailing out a Toot of rainwater from our 
boat, we hoisted sail and were soon scudding 
along undér a stiff breeze with the grandest 
scene spreading out before us imaginable. 
As the clouds lifted the mountains stood 
out half biack, half white, with the snow 
line’ as distinctly marked across their sides 
as though drawn with a piece of chalk. It 


had evidenfiy snowed up there while it 


rained with us farther down. 

But we were not out after scenery, At 
9 o’clock we reached Itivdlek, a small, pov- 
erty stricken town right on the arctic circle, 
We immediately sought the privacy of the 
governor and his house. 

No Schoonera Seen. 

To our dismay the govérnof said he had 
seen no schooner, knew nothing of them in 
fact. “We must push on to Holstem ees 
then ag qulékly as possible boys,” exc:ai--- 
ed the doetor. “Get the ‘boat’ ready while 
»I have these dispatches with the governor.” 

ut there's no wind,” we eried in one 
de, “and Holstenborg is twenty-five 
north of here.” 


doctor was too busy to deign a reply, 
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steaner, and we started for the nearest civ- 
ilized town on the Labrador coast. But the 
unfortunate steamer never reached the 
other side. While in the middle of the 
straits, a heavy sea running, her tank gaye 
way and we left her to her fate. Then, 
with over ninety souls on board, we la- 
bored down the coast and eneny reached 
the railroads at Sydney,*C. B., and thence 
our homes in the states.

Sending Pictures by Telegraph. 


W. W. Lowd, a train dispatcher of the | 


Northern Pacific railway at Duluth, Minn.,

A cut’ was sent eer the wire 
showing the collision between the 
Elbe and the Crathie. Mr* Lowd now has 
his device in the patent office, and until 
the patent is secured, he does not intend 
to explain the methods of his invention. 
Sterilized Air in Fruit Shipment. 

A test of shipping a carload of fruit and 
flowers from California to the east without 
the use of ice has been made recently. A 
car Was sent from Los Angeles to New Or- 
leans, which was supplied with sterilized 
air during the whole time of the transit 
€ast and return to California, carrying back 
2 part of its shipment to show how it had 
bee preserved. After it had been out four- 
teen days, “both the fruit and the flowers,” 
Says The Tulare Register, ‘“‘were per- 
fectly fresh, and even the stems of the 
Srapes had not wilted, although the 
weather had been as warm as 104 degrees 
during part of the journey.’’ The sterilized 
air is produced by condensing air by means 
of airbrake cylinders and thus generating 
heat, which destroys all microbes, bacilli 
and fungus germs. The supply of sterilized 
air, it is said, can be Kept up as the train 
proceeds at almost no cost. The process 
can be easily applied to oceail ves- 
sels, and it is claimed that it will revolue 
tionize the carrying trade of perishable 
fruits,

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Flectric Snow.

The story of a most remarkable snow- 
Storm is told by Lieutenant John P. Finley, 
one of the best informed meteorologists in 
the United States, who encountered the 
storm in making an ascent of Pike’s peak, 
dle said the storm could best be described 
as a “shower of cold fire.’”’ In reaiity it 
was so charged with electricity as to pre- 
Sent 2 scene more easily imagined than de- 
scribed. At first the flakes only discharged 
their tiny lights on coming in contact with 
the hair of the mule on which the lieuten- 
ant Was mounted. Presently they began 
coming thicker and faster, each fake emit- 
ting its spark as it sank into drifts of the 
snow or settled on the clothing of the lieu- 
tenant or the hair of the mule. As the 
storm increased in fury the flakes became 
Smaller, each of the icy particles appeared 
as a trailing blaze of ghosly white light, 
and the noise produced by the constant 
electric explosions conveyed an impression 
of nature’s power which Lieutenant Finley 
will never forget. When ihe storm was at 
its height and each fiuake of snow was like 
a drop of fire, electric sparks were shaken 
in streams from the lieutenant’s finger tips, 
a3 well as from his ears, beard and nose, 
and a wave o7 his arms was like a sweep of 
flaming sword blades through the air, every 
point of snow touched giving out its little 
snap and flash of light. 


Save Horses and Roads by Using Wide 

Tires. 

The following wide-tire test was made at 
the Ohfo. state university: ordinary 
wagon with a new three-inch tire wag load- 
ed with two long tons, or 4,480 pounds, and 
the draft Was measured by a dynamometer. 
On an ordinary earth road, in good céondi- 
tion and hard, the draft was 254 pounds. On 
a grass field it was 468 pounds. On newly 
plowed land it was 771 pounds. As the draft 
of and ordinary horse of 1,000 
pounds is 150 pounds, two horses 
could draw this load with ease 
on an ordinary road, and a ton and a half 
on a grass sod; while with a narow tire, 
half as much, or a single ton, is a\full load 
for a double team. Besides this, the broad 
tires roll and level a road so that the more 
it is used the better it becOmes, while nar- 
row tires cut it into ruts, if at all soft,

Waste Energies.

A Philadelphia engineer has figured out 
that one inch of rain falling upon an area 
of one square mile is equivalent to nearly 
17,500,000 gallons, weighing 145,200,000 pounds, 
or 72,600 tons. Assuming this water to have 
fallen from clouds about half a mile, or, 
Say, 3,000 feet, above the earth, we have 
for the energy represented bygit about 
22,000 horse-power. With pumping ma- 
chinery workiue at the low rate of con. 
Sumption of two peunds of coal per norse- 
power per hour, it would take 200 gross 
tons of coal to raise the water represented 
by one inch of rain on a square mile to 
the assumed height of 3,000 feet. AS a 
matter of fact, rain often falls from clouds 
Which are at much greater height than 
¥,000 feet above the ground, so that the 
figures just given are quite conservative 
ones, With all the talk that there has been 
about utilizing Waste energies it seems 
just a little peculiar that no promis.ng 
scheme has yet been evolved to turn to 
good account the prodigious power waste 
Which thus far has been shown to go on 
With every rainfall of any account. And 
yet, while writing, a project comes to 
mind which was advanced about ten years 
ago, apparently in good faith, by some en- 
terprising genius in the West Indies, to 
accomplish exactly this saving. What he 
proposed to do was to conduct the water 
from each roof during heavy tropical rains 
into a main pipe supplying a small turbine 
coupled to a dynamo. The electricity so 
developed by passing showers was to be 
stored in accumulators, and these, as they 
became charged in variable times, depend- 
ing, of course, on the rainfall, were to be 
collected and stored at central depots from 
which the power was afterward to be dis- 
tributed. Unfortunately, however, this 
enticing scheme did not materialize, 80 
that lield is still open for soime one 
else.

For Cleaning Things. 


From The Boston Transcript. 

To extract oil spots from finished goods, 
saturate the spot with benzine, then place 
two pieces of very soft blotting paper un- 
der and two vpon it and press well with 
a hot iron and the grease will be absorbed. 

To remove grease: Ammonia, two ounces, 
soft water, one quart; saltpeter,'one tea- 
spoonful; soap in shavings, one ounce, Mix 
ail together and see that the saop is thor- 
oughly dissolved. This is an excellent prep- 
aretion for taking out grease and dust. | 

To remove resin, tar, axle grease or sim!- 
lar stains: Wet the cloth, apply fat or any 
common oijl to the stain and thoroughly 
soap it; allow the soap to remain for a 
short time, then wash alternately with. tur- 
pentine and warm water, If this will not 
remove the stain, cover the stain with a 
mixture of oll of turpentine and the white 
of an egg, and let it stand for some time 
until it softens up. Then wash with hot 
soap water and rise. 

Keeping moths from furs and woollen 
fabrics: Sprinkle spirits of turpentine over 
sheets of paper and lay first sheet on the 
bottom of drawer or chest. followed with the 
fabric, and sheets every six or eight inches. 
This method is effectual. The turpentine 
will evaporate quite readily when goods 
are exposed to the air. 

To remove black and blue stains from 
scarlet cloth: Wet them with water (cold 
rain water), rub them with a piece of scar- 
let cloth and a mixture of three drops of 
wine vinegar and some lemon juice; finally 
wash ih cold rain water. 

To preserve velvet: Articles in velvet 
should always be made up the reverse way 
to the pile, that is so the pile inclines up- 
ward, This prevents them looking white.

the pile of velvet is 
crushed or flattened, it may be raised by 
holding the reverse side over a basin of 
boiling hot water. 

Oil paints are best removed by chloroform. 
Apply a few drops and rub gently with a 
woolen rag. 

Clean your lamp burners: Take #ne ounce 
of sal soda, dissolve in one quart of soft 
rain water, put the burners in an old can 
and boil for ten minutes, after which take 
a cotton cloth and wipe them off, and you 
will find them just as good as new, This 
should be done every month to remove all 
the carbon. If you want to keep wicks 
from smoking soak them in strong vinegar 
and dry thoroughly, -

It Causes General Dissatisfaction 
Everywhere. 

New Orleans Times-Democrat: The fact 
that William Waldorf Astor, who is spend- 
{ing his millions (derived from New York 
real estate) in England, altogether escapes 
the income tax, while business men who 
have to pay licenses, in additicn to all the 
other taxes, will have to pay it, will be 
an argument to the public against the 
Whole system. 

New York World: Thus a law which was 
intended to correct in some mesgsure the 
injustice of taxation levied wholly upon 
consumption, creates by, virtue of the de- 
cision of the court a greater injustice by 
exempting that fcrm of accumimMation 
which is most secure, and to the value 
of which the owner has contributed the 
least, while taxing productive industry.

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“WAY CONVENTIONS. 


Three of ‘the Rallroad Labor Orsaniza- 
tions Will Meet Next Month. 


MOVE TO CONSOLIDATE HEADQUARTERS 


The Conductors, the Telegraphers and the 
Trainmen, Will Hold Corventions 
During the Month of May. 


Next month will be a very important 
One with the great railroad labor organi- 
zations, by reason of the fact that three 
of the organizations will hold their annual 
national conventions during that month, 
and at about the same time. 

The organizations that will meet in con- 
vention in May are the Order of Railway 
Conductors, the Brotherhood of Ikkxilroad 
Trainmen and*the Order of Railroad Teleg- 
raphers. , 

The Order of Railway Conductors will 
hold its convention in Atlanta, during the 
latter part of May, and the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen will meet in Gales- 
burg, Ill. The Order of Railroad Telegra- 
phers will hold its tenth annual conven- 
tion at St. Louis, Mo., commencing on May 
20th. 

A great many matters of importance to 
those organizations and organized labor 
in general are to be acted on at the dif- 
ferent conventions and their members and 
railroad employes are looking forward to 
the result of the meetings with much inter- 
est. 

Atlanta Gets the Largest. 

The largest convention of the three will 
be that of the conductors in Atlanta, at 
least 1,500 people being expected to be in 
attendance during its session. The con- 
ductors, their families and friends from 
every city and state and territory in the 
country will be here and for several weeks 
the city’s streets will have a-cosmopolitan 
appearance, made so by the large crowds 
of people from all directions. 

While the conventions of 
and telegraphers will not be so large as 
that of the conductors, they will be of 
equal importance to their members, many 
matters being booked for action by the 
conventions that would work greit changes 
in their organizations if adopted. 

The traitnmen wiil meet at Galesburg, 
Ill., where their headquarters are located, 
On May 16th, and will probably remain in 
Session a week or ten days. 

The Telegraphers in St. Louis. 

The telegraphers’ convention will meet 
on May 2th, at St. Louis, and will prouba- 
bly last until the Ist of June, the telecra- 
phers having an unusual amount of work 
this year, the most important of which will 
be the question of adopting a plan of in- 
surance for their members; the abolitior 
of local divisions of the order aut the 
removal of the headquarters of the o1der 
from Vinton, Ia. 

To Consolidate the Headquarters. 

A movement has ree ‘ntly- taken {icct 
among the great organizations to coasol- 
idate the headquarters of all of the dier. 
ent railroad orders and the matter is being 
agitated by the railroad men anid the offi- 
cial organs and papers of their orders 
¥O a considerable extent. 

It is known that the telegraphers will 
remove their headquarters from Iowa in 
a short time and it is said that the train- 
men will also move from Galesburg, Iil., 
to a more convenient and central point. 

The movement that would consolidate 
all of the headquarters and general offices 
of the organizations, appears to have 
started nm Peoria, Ill., and it is that cily 
that is endeavoring to secure them. Peoria 
is the present heidquarters of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen and so satis- 
factory and advantageous has that organi- 
zation found the second city of Illinols in 
point of size and business, that it is urging 
its sister organizations to come to Peoria 
and make that city the railroad labor 
headquarters of the country. 

Peoria, Iil., After Them. 

The telegraphers in and around Peoria 
originated the movement by their determin- 
ing to secure the headquarters of their 
Organization for that city, if possible, and 
from that individual movement, the matter 
has been taken up and is being discussed 
by the other orders, it being argued that 
to centralize the executive officers and 
offices of the organizitions, would be the 
greatest stride toward harmony and 
eration that could possibly be taken. 

The movement was endorsed by’ the 
official organ of the firemen in its last is- 
sue and Grand Master Frank P. Sargeant, 
of that organization, has become active in 
helping the telegraphers of Peoria to se- 
cure their offices, believing that if 
movement once gets momentum, it 
will finally result in the removal cf the 
headquarters of all the organizations to 
his city. 

Peoria is ‘sald to be an excellent city 
for the location of the headquarters and its 
citizens and newspaners, recognizing that 
the large amount of money and the num- 
ber of people that would be brought there 
annually by the conventions, would be of 
great benefit to the city, have offered much 
encouragement to the movement. 

The Southern Members Active. 

The southern members of the organiza- 
tions are taking an unusually active in- 
terest in the conventions this year, perhaps 
by reason of the interest excited by the 
coming of the conductors to Atlanta, and 
the southern divisions will all be strongly 
represented aft the different assemblies, 
which means that many changes and laws 
will be made for the benefit of the south. 
this section appearing to have been some- 
what neglected by the orders during re. 
cent years. 

Trainman Dukes a Delegnte. 

The Atlanta division of the trainmen 
has just elected Mr. J. R. Dukes, one of 
the most popular trainmen on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, as its delegate to 
Galesburg, and Mr. Dukes will represent 
the division with ability, he being one of 
the best posted and most active members 
of the organization in the south. 

The trainmen expect to secure some of 
the grand officers positions for southern 
members of the brotherhood and Mr. Frank 
G. Cook, of Atlanta, has been prominently 
mentioned in that connection. He is an 
old member of the brotherhood and has 
been foremost in its affairs here and in 
the south for several years. 

Conductor Humphries To Be Honored. 

City Marshal John W. Humphries will 
represent the Atlanta division in the con- 
ductors’ convention and it is probable that 
he will be elected to one of the grand 
offices, it being customary for the conduc- 
tors to elect a grand officer from each 
city in which their convention meets. The 
office usually assigned to the convention 
city is that of grand. junior conductor, one 
of the most responsible in the order, and it 
is usually given to the convention city 


delegate.

_ Her Name’ There, * |

Nhe reunion in’ Lexington, Ky., on April 
bth, of Richard W. Mackey and his wife 
and son after a separation of more than 
sixteen years, ‘Was a.most touching scene 
and reveals a peculiar; and interesting 
story. 

Twenty years ago Mackey, who was born 
in the eastern part of Kentucky, went to 
Coaling, Ala.,
